The life of the Engliſh Eſpanoliz'd rrawailer,perſe- 
euted by diſaſtrous time and fortune ; bu V8ya7es, 
p4(] ages, «nd encounters with that moſt Amit: bri- 
fan f y the leſnitry, by whom his Father was ſc- 
duced the yeere 1604. and afterwards in 1609, 
hu Mother was entrapped by no other ſwares,and 
Wai tranſported imto Flanders, with hex Sonne 
the Pilgrime,who ſcarcely had ſeene fine yeares to 
an end, from thence into Spaine 1610, where 
hee paſſed eight yeares in the Royall Towne Ma- 
drid and 28 Suuill, 


N the yeere 1604. in the County of 
Swuffolke I was borne, in the Reigne 

our late Royall Soveraigne, 
: whoſe eminency of veiues procu- 
red the wonder of all other Nations, "and the 
B glory 
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glory of ours. My Father was a Student in 
Emanuel] Colledge in Cambridee,where the Vni- 
uerſitic, and his owne merits inuelted him with 
adepgree of Bachelor of Diuinity ; and his Maic- 
ſty preferr'd hin to be a double benetic't man in 
Cotton, and great Thorpe, inthe County afore- 
ſaid and Chaplaine and Ordinary to the Biſhop 
of Norwich ; and after that, his Maiclty fenthim 
with his firſt Ambaſſador Legicr Sc harles 
Cornewalis into Spaine as his Chaplaine, ani 
toynt Commiſhoner, where at his firſtarriual!, 
the Icſuites held 'with him a ſubtle diſpute a- 
bout the Antiquity and the Vaiuerſality of the 
Church of Reme,which they make their preface 
to all ſeducements, his grand oppolers being 
Teſeph Creſwell, & H.Walpele,ewo the moſt expert 
policitians of our Natton, that then maintained 
the ſtate of the triple crowne z whole vnderſtan- 
ding neuertheleſfe would not proue captiuc, 
either to their fubtileſt Arguments, or mo{t 
alluring promiſes. The Embaſlador ſeeing how 
wiſely he quitted himſelfe, ſent Letters ro his 
Maicſty, informing him how learnedly hee was 
accompanied, The King as he was a liberall Me- 
cans to the learned, eſpecially to thoſe that 
were of the _— ent him his Royall grant of 
the next falling place of Eminency 1n his King- 
domes, as attencouragement to his further ſer- 
uices, Meane while the Ieſuites. perceiuing 
how little they preuailed, vicd other illuſions 
ſtronger then their Arguments ,cucn ſtrange ap- 
paritions of miracles ; amougſit others,the Mira- 
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cle which they pretend to bee true tohaue hap- VideL-os 
ned ro the eldelt fonne of the Lord Wottes at his —_—_ _ 
death, in the City Yatodalid where a Cracifix brary of0cem 
tramed him this articulate ſound : Now forſake {57.1 ».. 
yoar hereſie,or elſe you are damn'd, wherevpon the «4.cap 5.p. 
young Lord and my Father became Proſclites *?' 
to their wgling Religion, the report whereof 
not long atter became a loadſtone alſo to the old 
Lord wowow his Father, with many others to 
draw rhem to popiſh Idolatry. And fo my Fa- 
ther leauing the Embaſſadors houſe priuartly 
and diſcarding wite and children and fortunes in 
Engl md,was conducted forthwith by the means 
of Father Creſwell to the vniuerlity of Salamaence, 
whereat the next day after his arriuall, hee was 
carried to the Bithops then inquiftors houſe, 
where hce was admitted with no little joy to 
their Church, where he proſtrating himſelfe on 
the ground,and the inquifiror putting (as their 
cuſtome 1s) his right foote on his head, faid 
with a loud voyce, here [craſh the headof herefie : 
the which ceremony and others ended, attera 
months abode in the ſaid Vniuerſity, he paſſed 
with Creſwell to the Court of Madrzd,where the 
King informed by Creſwell what had happened, 
was exceeding ioyfull, and gave charge to his 
chiefe Secretary of State Por 1uan Id1aques, that 
he ſhouldgiue him whileſt he lived a faire auzs- 
- «ll penſion out of his owne priuate purſe ; but 
here Creſmels policy is ſeene  which-was to coun- 
ſell himnot to take aboue fifty Duckars month- 
ly.for feare if he ſhould rake more, the Here- 
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tiques of England (for ſo his tongue ſtil'd them) 
ſhould haply ſay, he changed his ayre for pro- 
fic,not con{cience : and that having left greater 
meanes in England, 'twould proue a {ingular ex- 
ample ro draw many foules after him, {ith 'twas 
clcare it was not gaine was his marke, Gentle 
Reader, take notice here of Icſuiticall ftrata- 
gens z recount a while the gricfe and ſorrow of 
my Mother his wite,my Brethrenand Kindred ; 
when as they hoped daily hee would proue the 
honour of their linage, their expectation on a 
ſudden was terminated in fighes and lamen- 
tings. Bur it's neceſ{aric I takes how my mo- 
ther likewiſe not long after was allured by my 
Father thus reuolted ; and hauing withſtood for 
fue yecres ſpace all his letters and inticements, 
with thoſe alſo of the Icſuites and Pricits (Bur 
where the husband goes firſt, the wife common- 
ly followcs after,it being the weakeneſlc of that 
exe) was at length ſeduced by one Ke/ya le- 
ſuite, who comming for that end with letters 
from her husband, miſlead her away, hauing 
brought her to ſell all ſhe had,carrcicd her forth- 
with into Flanders with her ſoure children, p1u2b 
the eldeſt, ſince dead in Madrid , Katharine who 
dicda Nunne in Zisbewe, Mary who now liucth 
a Nun in a Monaſtery called Camber by Br uxels, 
and Jes this Author, your Engliſh Spaniſh Pil- 
grime, Theſe with their mother liued and ex- 
ed their Fathers pleaſure, and there having 
va ordered to take ſhipping for Spaive, em- 
barqued her felfe at —_ for Sf, Laces in 


Spaine, 
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Spaine,in a ſhippe called the Hownd of Dunkerke, 
a (hippe very famous for it's feates in warre; 
there were alſo twelue other ſhippes in their 
company, whereof ten ſuffered wracke in a 
tempeſtuous ſtorme;zthis Hoand with rwo others 
eſcaping,whoſe Maſts were cut downe, and had 
not the tempeſt ſurceaſt on a ſudden,they might 
haue fared as the ret, Thus through a Million 
of dangers we arriued the Spaniſh coaſts, where 
her husband with 1oyfull 1imbracements moſt 
louingly welcomed her and her children. I now 
forthwith was brought to a ſchoole in Siwrlto 
learne to write,and read the Spaniſh tongue, and 
having attained here to my prefixed end, was 
preſently after catechiſed in the Remane faith at 
AMadrid,where,and at Siuil I continued about 
eight yeercs, from whence through the counſell 
of the Ieſuites,my Farther ſent mee to S*,Omers, 
where I was enſnared tothe diſcipline of the 
place after their accuſtomed manner,

This ſecond Chapter containes his voyage from Ma- 
drid 8 $t.Omers, 4nd how the fhippe which 
waſted bin thither ,was by the way ſarprized and 
pillaged by the Rachellers, who tooke away their 
Sailes,and all other tacklings neceſſary, as fer the 
hhippe, fo tkewiſe for their further ſuſtenance, 
committing them to the mercileſſe mercy of the 
waues : But the prouzdence of God condutted them 
#0 4 ſafe hawen, 


'N the yeere 1648. I tooke farewell 
Wl 7 1-4 ofthe royall Towne Afadrid, my Fa- 
WA cher and Mother and other friends, 
SPXES and afrer their benediction, I was for 
$*.Sebuſftens,accompanied with one Vf. Pickford, 
his Maieſties of Spaazes penſioner in the Caſtle 
at Antwerpe, whowas to be my conductor tothe 
foreſaid S*,Omers in the Prouince of 4rrov ſeucn 
leagues fgom Calls, Ar S*,Sebaſt;ans which is 
100, leagues from Madrid, wee chanced on a 
French \hippe of an 100, Tunne, bound for Callys, 
wherein being imbarked with the firſt fauorable 
winde, we hoyſed vp failesand lanching intothe 
maine, we fteerd our courſe rowards the Engliſh 
Channell,whether we hardly arriued being pur- 
ſued withan excceding fierce ſtorme, cucn to 
the ha,ard of our liues, our ſhip leaking much, 
and beating it ſclfeagainſt the windes ard bil- 
towcs of the turbulent Sea, This paſt, the ſhip 
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redreſt as well as rime and place could afford, 
we ſtill made forward ; and inour paſſage one 
*of our Marrinersdeſcrycda farre ofa great veſ- 
ſell making after vs, and chafing vs narrowly, 
which ſtrooke the Maſter and paſſengers with 
no little affrightments, and not without cauſe ; 
for preſently we perceived him to beea man of 
warrc of Kechell, and made all haſte poſſible to 
gaine the winde of him, and fo avoyde him : 
but all was in vaine, the man of warre being 
lighterand leſſe burthened,our ſhippe _ old 
and deeply laden with the commoditics of iron 
and wooll ; all which bcing thought on, wee fell 
into diucrſe opinions, as whether it were the 
beſt roprepareto fight it out,or ſtrike Sailes and 
ſubmit, Don Gondameurs Nephew who was with 
vs inour ſhippe, and was then bound for Flen- 
ders, appointed there by his Catholike Maicſtie 
Captaine of a troupe of horſe, aduertiſed vsto 
yecld, ſuppoling thereby wee might ſauc our 
liucs, Butof al! M*, Pickfordas an old beaten 
ſouldicr, challenged to himſelte the priuiledge 
of the monirour, to whom all aſſented ioyntly, 
that they were ready to ſubmit themſclues ro 
his counſell : Hee thenbeing Capraine and Ma- 
ſter of rhe ſhippe, commanded to bee brought 
before him all the prouition and beſt victuals of 
the ſhippe, and cheered vp the company there- 
with,telling them rhus;rthat they ought ro make 
merry with that that God had ſent them, fith 
doubtfull it was whether ever they ſhould meet 
together any more. | Thus bauing made a good 
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refeAion,he commanded them to betake them- 

elues heartily to their deuotions,and put them- 
ſelues in defence, ſaying, better it was to dye a 
thouſand deaths, then to fall into the Rochellers 
hands ; they (the paſlengers)being moſt of them 
retainers tohis Catholike Maicſte, and having 
thus encouraged vs, immediately the man ot 
warre came vpon vs,and fetching vs vp, gaue vs 
a broade fide with his Ordaance; where vpon 
the Marriners(contrary to their promiſe) ſtroke 
Saile and ſubmitted. They preſently aboarding 
vs, tooke cach of vs apart to make vs confeſle 
. what monyes we had, and what other commo- 
ditics, threatning withall that if wee concealed 
ought from them, they would forthwith piſtoll 
vs; ſuch was their rapine and auarice, that no 
baſte and expedition to ſurrender all could con- 
tent, but ſome were baſtinado'd, others buffer- 
ted, and kicked, without reſpec of perſon or 
age ; amongſtthe reſt I bare my part, for being 
takenafide by a Scullion boy of the ſhippe, was 
ſtripped ſtarke naked,and having made a purſe 
of my bootes, he pulling off one, heard a merry 
jengling for himſelfe, whereupon forced mee to 
filence with the danger of my lite tor feare hee 
ſhould looſe the pillaging of the other ; for it 
was catch as catch may, and therefore Giſrobcd 
meof the other boote, hoping no lefle booty, * 
with the greateſt dexterity that euer ſhuoe-ma- 
ker vied, This being done, our Sailes were 
plucked downe,and we committed to the mercy 
of the waucs, where we ſuffered three dayes fa. 
nune 
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mine and cold, an. longer wee might, had nor 
thoſe ſencelcfle creatures, the winde and the 
waucs bcene fo kinde as to (hew vs the way to 
Gal;ſia, where wee met wich a Barke which was 
then for S*,Sebaftians,where being arrived, cue- 
ry one of vs began to ſhift for himfſelfe. I aduen- 
ruredon the courteſie of MF. Peter Wiche, Mer- 
chant,and now Embaſſadour for hrs Maicſty of 
England, at the famous Citic of Conſlantrmople, 
whociad both my backe and my purſe after a 
competent manner. This paſt, my forcfaid Guar- 
dian M*, Prckford deliucred mee vp vnto two 
Franciſcan Flemiſh Fryers, which were then 
bound far their covent at S*.Omrrs, their gene- 
ral! chapter being then cnded at Salamanca, with 
whom I was imbarked for Amſterdam in Hol- 
land,butby the violenceof the Seas, wee were 
toiced into S*,Geor-es channell betwixt ireland 
and Wales,whcre the rempeſt being ſogreat,and 
our prouiſion ſo ſmall, we were conſtrained to 
enter into Alford haven, where the forcfaid 
Fryers being wearicd with the toffing of the ſea, 
re{olued to make the ſhorteſt cut they could to 
Ss, Omers : Landing therefore at Pembroke 
Towne, and having beene enquired of by Sir 
Thomas Button Vice Admirall of thoſe Seas,and 
the Maior of the ſaid Towne and an oath being 
adminiſtred vnto them» whether they were Ie- 
ſuires, Prieſts, Monkes,or Fryers or of any ſuch 
order and Remaere funion,ſwore flatly the con- 
trary, andſo gota _—_ of - the ſaid n_ 
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and ſo they parted for Briſtole : and I pardi de- 
manding of them on the way hew they could 
take ſuch an oath with a ſafe conſcience, rhiey 
anſwered, they did it with a mentall refervati- 
on, that is, they were not Exgliſh Prieſts of an 
Hereticall funAion, and ſo we paſſed from Br#- 
ſole, from thence to Londen,where I was nor per- 
mitred to ſpeake with my friends becauſe for- 
ſooth Heretiques vpon paine of damnation ; be- 
cauſe I was young and not ſufficiently founded 
in the Romane Catholike faith, and able to de- 
fend the points of my Religion, So thence 
withour ſtay wee haſted ro Ze/and, and from 
thence to S*, Omers, where they delivered mee 
yp to the Colledge of the Enghfb Icſuitcs,

At which Colledge (as IT aboue ſaid) accom- 
panied with twoother Frycrs,I arriued, who at- 
ter they hail been@&well refeAioned by the Re- 
Qor,thay tooke their leaue of themand the ret 
of the paternities and returned into their owne 
Couznrs : I remained behaxe, and for the firſt 
night was by the Rector aud the other Fathers 
well entertained at ſupper, making vp the time 
our ſtomacks wou'{ ſpare vs, with the diſcourſe 
of my preſent journey from Spaive, which yer 
that they might more at large be enforme 1 of, 
they lengrhned che meale to my narration, vurill 
bed time broxe vp both. No ſooner had the 

C23 mor- 
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morning, and my ſelfe opened our eyes but the 
ReQor and Father Creſwel ſent for mee, where 
they begun a remonſtration of their rules, and 
ordersand obſeruations, ſomewhat ſhorter then 
their entertainment, Firſt that they might take 
none blind-fold, they opened me with a general! 
confeſſion of all my finnes ; then cloſed vp all a- 
gaine by the Sacrament,and after this leaſt there 
might be any relique ofthe world left vpon me, 
they made mee difinveſ my ſelfe of ſuch pro- 
phane garments I had, and the ſuperfluities of 
haire, but one they kept,the other they threwe 
away ; then was I reinueſted with a Doubler of 
white Canuas, Breeches and ſtockings that had 
nor troubled the Weauer with ouer much 
paines,Caſſocke & (ſtockings of the ſame blacke 
and graue,the band preciſe and thort,wirh a hat 
that might almoſt ſhaddow all, and ſhooes cor- 
reſpondent, Thusaccoutred, the Retor deli- 
uered me toanother Student, to whom he gaue 
the charge of ſhewing mce the Colledge, and 
committing mee to Father Thandey to appoint 
me a Study and a Chamber in the Dormitory, 
which was ſpeedily done, and the next morning 
I was promoted tothe firſt forme called the Fi- 
gures, there had I given mice a ſchedule which 
contained the duties & obſcruances of the houſe, 
which arc as followes, 

Firſt and aboue all, entire obſeruance and du- 
ty to bee performed to the Reor as our Vice- 
God, next tothe Vice-ReRor as his miniſter,

Then 
to all the reſt of the Fathers in the houſe, as Fa- 
ther Johx Flood; * hee who is their Champion to 
anſwer and write againſt the Proteſtants in Emg- 
land, And Father Baker, burſar of the Colledge, 
who keepes the bagge and prouides neceſſaries, 
Beſides, cſpeciall reſpe& is due tothe five Ma- 
ſters of the Schooles, to Father Adriav or T»ſh, 
which the Students call him frem his owne 
mouth,tv Father Zaey,the Reader of Poetry ,and 
Maſter of the Syntax. Father Henry Bentley, 
and Father John Compten of Grammer, and Fa- 
ther John Crater of the Figures,and Father {ſox 
ouerſcer of the Print-houſe ; and beſides, dutie 
is to be giuen to the Porter, who is the Lord

with Cap in hand I know noreaſon, vnleſſe they

| thediſreſped they give them themſelues; yer 
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this may ſeeme ſufficient for thoſe, all which ex- 
copt Faiher G,Kempe, and Brother Browne were 
n 1:her borne nor bred rodeferue higher, being

in {hip-wracke calt ypon coaſt, where onely per- 
petuall ſeruitude was thcir liberty, & misfortune 
their only fortune, Thus much for the obedience 
the Students arc bound ro beſtow vpon Father Ie- 
ſuites, & Lay Brothers.Lert vs now deſcend to the 
Students:their chiefelt quality is noble blood for 
the moſt part,to make ſuch a Proſclice rhe Fathers 
compaſlc ſea and land, perſwading them thar 
ſ:ch a calling addes to their Nobilicy, Ot others 
I{Ic eminent by birth, it is required they ſhould 
at leaſt cquall, zf nor tranſccnd in cmincncy of 
parts & wits, which in time would purchaſe berter 
portions then men mare nobly delcended would 
haue afforded from inheritance.

and Maſters leaue the ſchooles, and the Students 
of the ti1ree vnder (chooles,go vpto thoſe of the 
vpper, which re:d to them Greeke till renne, at 
which houre cuery one berakes him ro his ſtudy 
vntill eleven, as ia the morning before, then to 
dinner.

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things which may rather helpe digeſtion to the 
Fathers, then benefir eheir owne vnderſtandings, 
as whecher their patetniries had better carc fic(h 
or fiſh,drinke wine or beere , and this diſpute be- 
gins and ends with theirdinner : Atthe Fathers 
meale both Ceres and Bacchw vyouch(afe rheir 
company to fit,and that liberally roog their meat 
is what thcir delicacies can deftre, that their Pro- 
curator caters for : rhe Abbey of Wation two 
leagues diſtant, furniſhing chem with that farncſſe 
it was wont tv affuord the Monkes as you may 

read in Owen, 
Now let vs cometo the Collegiates or Stu- 
deats, and their dict : Firſt they are ſcrued in by 
ſcucn of : heir owne rancke weekely and in courle, 
and according to ſeniority cach man hath firlt 
brougtc him a meſfle of broth which is the anti- 
paſt : afterwards halfe a pound of beeie which 
they call cheir portion, after 2n apple,or prece of 
checlc for their poſt paſt, bread and bcere as they 
call tor it, When they have cnded the n calc, the 
Recor enjoynes filenc? to rhe dilpurants, & then

Af- 
ter this vntill ſeuen and a halfe, muſicke vneill 
cight, they recreate tkemlclues rogether, tence 
to thcir ſtudics againe vntill halfe an houre bee 
paſt,ſo to th. Leranies, and-ro prouide then- 
{clues tobed but before they doe it for the moſt 
part they demand on their knees all the Prefes 
bencdictions, otherwiſe they take not them- 
ſelves blelt; then while they are difrobing 
thc:nfclves, one amongſt them reades ſome m1- 
racle or new booke vntill fleepecloſe vp all, and 
Father Thanders noyſc awake them in the mor- 
aing.. -):(cipline 1s here enough were itwell be- 
towel; thus paſle they their dayes and yceres, 
{auc 1 ueſdayesand Thurfdayes when on the af- 
cer no-"nes they are licenced to the recreationof 
the open fields z On this wiſe, dinner ended wee 
march forth of tffe Colledge by two and two, 
Father Thunder hioaſclte carrying vp the reare 
{ntil! we are diſtant about a mile from the 
Towne, where wee walke, or play atba!l or 
buwles 
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bowles or other ſuch games, till the clocke and 
our ſtomackes ſtrike | —_ time, whence repai- 
ring to the Colledge,roft mutton is our prouifi- 
on being not ordinary, Now let vs touch Sab- 
bath affaires vato which on Saturday on the af- 
ter noone from foure till fix, and after ſupper 
till cight all the Students confefie them{clues to 
their ghoſtly Fathers adoue named : on Sunday 
morning at fix of the clocke they hye to their 
ſtudies, where they read facrcd letters vnti!] 
ſeuen, from thence to the Chappell, and Con- 
gregation of our Lady, which 1s kept in one of 
the ſchooles, Father Darcy aforeſaid being Pre- 
fect of thar place, where fitting inachaire, hee 
exhorts all to the honour of the Virgin Mary; 
declaring to them her great power and mira- 
cles; all the ſchooles are not admirted here vn- 
to,but thoſe onely whom the PreteRand his 12, 
Conſultors approue of, which 12. Conſultors 
arc ordinarily termed his white boyes, The pri- 
uiledgeof this ſodalty is that they haue graces, 
roſaries,and beades, Indulgences, Mcddals and 
hallowed graines from his holincſie, In vertue 
whereof as the Prefect tels them being once ad- 
mitted into the ſame ſociety, they.may obtaine 
pardon of all their ſinnes paſt, and ar the houre 
of their death, ſaying or but thinking on the 
name of Ieſus, Shen loſeph, they are actually 
pardoned and freed from the paines of Purgato- 
ry, which otherwiſe had they not beene of this 
ſociety they ſhould haue endured, 

With one of the aforeſaid graines ſaying one 
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Aae Marie they may by the vertue of each deli- 
uer a ſoule from Purgatory. Beſides on the day 
auy that are inthis ſodality eſtabliſhr, their ſins 
are remitted, ſwearing fidelity,and ſtiling them- 
{}iucs the Virgins flaues : On this manner each 
Sunday betwixt ſeucn and cight they ſpend 
cheir tne and they all go to Maſſe, and receiue 
the Communion, thence ro breakefaſt, after to 
the Study, whereas before they buſie themſclues 
in reading diuine ſtories till dinner z anon afrer 
Cinner to their Church where they ſing Veſ- 
pers and Letanies to our Lady for Exglands con. 
ucriion, hauing written on their Church and 
Colledge doores 1n great golden letters, eſs, 
leſu,converte Anglam, fiat fiar, Theſe are onely 
the ourtlides of their protefſhon : But now will I 
rippe vpthe very bowels of theſe treacherous 
g'oling Farhers : Firſt thoſe ſchollers who are 
Nobly deſcended and of rich parentage, they 
ſtriue to allure by their honicd words,and flatte- 
ring imbrcacings,indowing them with piQtures, 
beads, meddals, Agnus dei, which they haue 
from Rome : Allo that their baites may take ct- 
fect, they licence them to participate of all 
thoſe wines and juncates prouided for their 
owne pallates, and if white boyes of a come- 
ly feature they beſtow on them (though ill de- 
ſeruing) the preheminence of the ſchooles. And 
with theſe is the Prefet of mulicke moſt recre- 
ared,rcading to them Onid, Her, Catull.and Pro- 
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de molin, which is intituled Novante du prpiſene, 
where you may at large read thoſe abhomina- 
ble abuics commutred 1m their Inrerrogatorics, 
Againe, a ſecond baite is Jaid for thuſe more 
grauc then the former; tor inſtance, a Gent'e- 
man of Torkeſbire by name M* Henry Faireftx, 
ſonneto S*.T home Fairefax, why not yer't!tr 
to their inchanting allurements, one night bc in! 
a fleepe in his bed,two Icfuites clad in vorgeo!'s 
This they gig WHIKE a5 they had becne Angets,approaching 1:4 
in imration of bed {ſide with two g00d diſciplines in mr 
theewo An- [1,015 the ends of ſome ſtucke with wycr, 
- gelsthat whipe ©0002 , : +” ay 
>.ereme, Prickes,hauing vncouered him,they did after {0 
ſauage a manner raze his skinne,that he became 
for a while ſencelcſ{le,ſpeaking vato him in La- 
tine that they were Angels ſent from the Virgin 
to chaſtiſe him for ſome offences by him com- 
mitted,viz.for reſiſting the power, and reuiling 
the proceedings of his ſuperiours, exhorting 
him to that Order by vertue 'of rhe teſtimony 
ienby the Virgin of the holy Order of the Ic- 
Niires which ſaid,they departed,and leitthe reſt 
ſo farre aſtoniſhed that they knew not whether 
they had beene Angels or dinels : the day Gaw- 
ning, he found his lincamentsof ſuch a purple 
die,that they kept their hue a month after : Bur 
ſomewhattoallay the fury of his rorment, F=- 
ther Thander;and Father Gibbins perſwaded him 
«was ſome diuine correction to the intent hee 
ſhould rake @n him their habit z whereupon gi- 
uing credit tothem;at 17 yeeres of age hee was 
admitted into their: ſociety, about foure oy 
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after Father Thunder bluſhed not to acquaint 
this Gentleman with the truth of it, and that ir 
was onely done for his good, tract of rinie ha. 
uingnow ſurhciently digeſted his miſery, and 
being by this time in! ar'd in their Orders, that 
lowfocucr (he ſowell approved of their de- 
meanours) bce rclolued to continue his abode 
with them, 
The fecond gzampie 1s that Father France 
Fa alias CleaFte, now Minslter of the Col- 
ledge delired toallurety their Order, one Nie, 
lWillam Abiizton a Student in rhe houſe, one ly 
fonnc ro MF, /eha Abinton, in whotc houle the 
Traytor Garaes Was apprehc nded for two rca- 
ſons : Firlt becauſe hee was ingenious and well 
learned : fecondly,becauſc Ins Father had loſt 
the greateſt part of his meanes in behalfe of the 
aforcfaid appreheniton, rhe Icfuites alſo hauing 
made largefles of promiſes to requite the fad 
loffe in ample manncr, couid no otherwiſe duc 
for kim but o, The courſe Walls tooke was 
tliits, one morning ſceing himſpalle by his win- 
dow w entaſter iim, calling him by his name, 
and ſaying vnto him that alittle before hee had | 
heard a divine rcuclation from SF. 2:matins Lojo- — 
lz, that the firſt Student hee ſaw going by his in £*glane as 
doore, he ſhould declare vnto him he had cho. j* Far, 
ſen him robe one of his Apoitles, and that with- 5---c, & hath 
out delay he muſt be for his orders ; All which affirmed ro me 
the young Gentleman hauing 2 atrentiuely heard, 'heſawe : Be- 
he doubted not of thErruth of the viſion,bur be- = 
forc he would bee entered a Iefuite, hee craue whenir hap- 
D 3 the” 
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the ſpace of a moneth to take farewell of his 
"rok in England, which conditionally was 
granted, with a promiſe of a ſpeedy retutne : 
but he no ſooner had arriued his owne Country 
ſhores,but he vtterly diſclaimed their ſuperſtitt- 
ous reveales, 

The third example is M*, Herbert Crafts,ſome- 
times of the Vniuerſity of Oxford, fonne to Sir 
Herbert Crafts, who trauailing to S*,Omers to vi- 
{it his Father who lived in the Towne, was by 
him and Father 4 Flood, brought to the Ro- 
mane obedience, and though his Father was a 
good Catholike,yet he counſelled him neuer to 
turne Teſuite, Yer forall that, they found out a 
way to draw him vnto them, which was a ſub- 
tle and a craftic one indeed,viz.toentice him to 
take the ſpirituall exerciſc which he refuſed not 
being a matter of honour among(t the Carho- 
likes to enter into ; the order they obſeruc in ta- 
king of it is this : in 15 dayes ſpace hee is ap- 
poinred a chamber ſolitary, and ſequeſtered 
from the reſt, for this ſaid ſpace hee is ro ſpeake 


. withnone ſaue his gholtly Father, who directs 


him inthediſtribution of each day, one houre 
15to examine his conſcience of what ſinnes hce 
hath committed in times paſt, another time to 
ſay his prayers, and office of the Virgin Mary; 
another for the hearing of Maſſe, _ ſaying of 
his Roſarie, bur the principall to which the 
ghoſtly Father Coth apply himſelfe , is to 
g:uc that perſon certaine meditations made by 
Jenatizs Loyola which are as follow, Firſt, that 
me- 
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meditation of the creation of the world : ſe- 


* condly,thecreation of mankinde, and how much 


man is obliged and bougd vnto God for his cre- 
ation : thirdly what a man ought ro do for thoſe 
apparent benchrs which we receiue from his li- 
berall hands: fourthly,that there is no way more 
ccrtaine vnto ſaluation, then that of a Monaſti- 
call and folitary life : fiftly, the explanation of 
this queſtion,what this ſolitary or Monaſticall 
life is, which they anſwer, that it is toliue in a 
Monaſtery or Defart : fixtly, thatall religious 
Orders at their firſt courſe and originall were 
holy and ſacred inſtitutions, bur by the corrup- 
tion of time they haue loſt their ancient purity : 
ſcuenthly, what a man is to doe for the ſurcty of 
his ſaluation, ſccing that (as it is their abhomi- 
nable maxinic, with a kinde of a negatiue limi- 
tation)that any wandring from their Collegiate 
focicty,(which they terme their Paradice) into 
the world,can hardly attaineto the hope of ſal- 
uation : cightly, that that man which defireth 
the ſaluation of his owne foule, muſt renounce . 
al! the doctrine of the reformed Churches, and 
cleaue onely to their holy ſociety ; "and that for 
two reaſons : the firſt, that as all Orders at their 
firſt beginnings did obſerue their injuntions 
punCctually, but through their corruption and 
difſention for priority loſt that efficacy which 
they had at their Foundation; fo they ſuppoſe 
their Teſvirica!l ſociety being newly inſtituted, 
hath not had the time to be corrupted (their 0- 
ther ſocietics of the Dominicansand Franciſ- 
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cans being by thei private difſenfions much tain 
ted, Seccndly, that conſidering that their Grand] 
Jenatian $3int being highly preferred rothe Al- 
mighries fauour by the holy Ghoſt, and cucn pa- 
ralelling him with our Sautour in that power of 
caſting out Diuels, (if not rather procvring oficr. 
tories by this fained power) thoughe th: it other 
Orders had bccne more ſtrict then theirs, hve bad 
neuer founded his or this ſocicty. 

And furthermore,they pretend tat S', /onatnes 
receined by diuine reuclation, that none of his 
Order ſhould cuer bee damned tor 200 yeeres 
rerme,and this they belecue as an Article of their 
Creed: In concluſion of all, they cxl::bitvato 
him the mcditation of death, and contemplation 
of the paines of hell, ſo by theſe mcancs rite 
wonnethe Gentleman to their Order ag»tnſt the 
will of his Father. In this very excrciicl my 
{cife was initiated for ſome 15 daycs ſpace, but ir 
was Gods plcaſure to giue mec more vnderſtan- 
ding then to bee led away with the re!t. Bcftdes 
thee they have yer farther plots ro brirg their 
young Students in beliclc that they are well ſcene 
in Chyromancy,andcantell chem their fortuncs, 
and what are theſe thinke you?cithcr ehey miſt te 
lIeluites,or looke for a diſaſtrous end. Of theſe fa's 
ſifying rrickes | my ſclte was an cye witnefle, 
Now let mce deſcend to their moſt barbarous 
proceedings, which are indeed numberlefſe, bur 
for auoydiag prolizicy,l will recount here a few : 
Some few yer cs fince,tiere was one MF, Edward 
Haſtings at 1-1/%0n, an ingenious young Gentle- 
man, 
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man, whom when they could notdraw vnto 
them by the meancs aforeſaid, they exerciſed 
on him ſuch Tyrannicall diſcipline,chat the leaſt 
fault he did they Stoically interpreted tobee © < 
quallro the greatelt,and punitht him according- 
ly; this molt cruel handling of him being in- 
tolerable, he writ to his friends and informed 
them thereof, molt carneſtly intreating them to 
ſend for him,FBur their lerrers were intercepted ,,..... 
by the Rectors hands, and anſwered by him a way to go out 
g4ine, that he was wilde and head ſtrong, and rm — 
that it would prouc his vtrer ruine if euer hee wrieor re- 
came inty Exg/end,which he perceiuing, he re- Ten at 
ſulucd with himſelte to leape ouer the Colledge conſent of the 
wall,but being taken inthe inſtant, Father Thun- G— 
der clapt his buttocks till hee left him halfe asinpriſen = 
dead,to make him an example, then ſent him a- ——— 
way with foure ſhillings in his purſe rocondutt 
him for England : {o likewiſe they vſcd * Sir This Sir Wt 
illiam Brownes (Onne, and thus alſo they dealt liam Browne 
with onc M-. Heury Tay/or, fithence Secretary tv — 
Count Gendamor,who hauing well felt the fore- 
faid Fathers claps, was thence (cnt to Kome with 
a miſſion, and then alſo quickly ,weary of the 
ſame kinde of diſcipline, wrought meanes to 
depart from thence too, but they gaue him bur 
forty ſhillings to canuey him to Exg/and, who 
rooke S*.Omers in his way to viſit his mother 
there liuing,where then Father Blane being refi- 
dent,the Prouinciall of the Ewg4ſb Teſuitcs, and 
and ſhe remembring him of the ſeruices that her 
late husband ., DF, of the Law had _ 

or 
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for their Society,inproteQing in his Chamber 
that leſuite Father Gerat, a complotter of the 
Gunpowder Treaſon,and then interpreter ro the 
Spaniſh Embaſſador ia Exglerd, in confderation 
whereof, the Prouinciall &/xnt gaue him; a letter 
of fauour to Gendamey the then Embaſſador in 
Exzland,where theletter was writ in this renuty, 
 intreate your Excellency to doc for this fireg- 
ling ſheepe who hath beene bred with 3,but rc- 
fuling to take any more religious funtions hatl: 
forſaken our Colledge ; which Count Gomdemor 
hauing read, made little account of the Gentlc- 
man,bur notwithſtanding refieting vpon his fa- 
thers deſerts, gaue him kouſe r6ome an: dyct, 
andafrerwards perceiving his dexterity of wit, 
made choiſc of him for his Secretaty, and now 
lince the death of his Maſter,he is retaincr to Lis 
Cathohike Maieſtic, Theſe paſt, in the yeere 
1625, Farther Baldwin was clectedReor of the 
Colledge of SF. Omrers, who had lately ſuffered 
impriſoament in the Towerof Londen for ſeuci 
yeeres {pace,for ym of high Trcaſon, was 
in the yeere 1619, by Gendamors interceſſion (ct 
free : this man inſiſting on the ſame (teps with 
his predeceſſors, became the firſt Engliſh Refor 
of thar Colledge, and the ſecond yeere after, 
there was ſentto this Colledge, a young Gen- 
tleman Effenelaws Browne by name, founnc and 
heire to MF, Anthexy Browne, brother to the Vi- 
count Afeantagee : this Gentleman after two 
yeeres abode there, weariecd by their tyranny- 
call diſcipline, and defirous to get his _ 
om 
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from their yoake,counterfeited a letter from his 
Father to the ReQor of rhe ſaid Colledge, and 
delivered it to one Higham a booke ſeller, who. 
liuc.l in the Towne, and ved oftento the Col- boy ot w. 
lc.lzc, who deliucred it.to the Poſte which dookebinder 
's in Londom, 
cones weekely trom Lowdoy to S,Omers, to that 
end he ſhould give itto the Retor,which done, 
an! the ReQor vncloling the letter, raking it ro 
be lis fatters owne writing, wherein he intrea- 
ted ro ſend his ſonne over into Exgland, and fur- 
10: him with all neceflartes betides, which the 
Recor failed not todo vpon hope of his ſpeedy 
returne ; buthe hauing-priuatcly diſcloſed vro 
one of his fellowes what his purpoſe and inten- 
tions were, was betrayed by his babbling, and 
well punitht fora lyer ; whereupon the Rector 
informed his Father what prancks he had plaid, 
and that if cucr hee ' ſhould bee in Eme/eand hee 
much Joubted he would rurne Proteſtant; here- 
upon his Farher ſent word backe, that he ſhould 
Cetaine him there proteſting that hee was ſorry 
tobe father to ſo vatoward a ſonne ; and thus 
perſorce they <craine this young Gentleman to 
ts houre zand ſuch like courſes they take with 
all thar wouid leaue them; and if any eſcape 
tiem,and be after promoted toany place of ho- 
rour, they traduce him and brand him with all 
titles of ignomany, and to this end they haue 
their Agents mn all places of conſequence to put 
in wk. them as witaeſſe theſe that follow. Sir 
Edward Bainham,Sir Griffin Markham, the Arch- 
bilkop of Rhemes, and Father Barzes a Bene- 
E 2 dictine, 
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digine, and others whom in my ſeucnth Chap- 
rer I ſhall ſpeake of ar large, . 

Now let vs cometo the leſuites therſe!ues 
what loue and vnity they mutvally entertaine 
amongſt chem, and to their three ſeuerall pro- 
feſſions : the firſt and chicte of rhem ate mecre 
Machtauillians, who doe nothing but imploy 
themſeiues in matters of State, and infinuate 
themſclucs into. the ſecrets of great cnes, and 
eiving true intelligence ro none, ſauce to the 
Pope anci his Catholike Maicſty, whoſc {woine 
vaſſals they are ;, theſe obſeruing no Collegiate 
diſcipline are diſpenced wirhall vy his Holines, 
as if they did God greater ſeruice in thus in:- 
ploying themſclues, then following Collegiate 
courſes. As for their religion, they make ita 
cloake for their wickednes; being moſt of them 
Athieſts or yery bad Chriſtians ; theſe arc tizey 
thar v2{crue theſe ten Commandements which 
folluw.

Theſe 
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Theſe ten Commandements divide into 
two parts, all for me, and nothing for thee : the 
charity they mainetaine cach among other is 
none at all, tor they labour with enuy ; as for ex- 
ample, Father Parſons dicd at Rome, through 
cricfe for not being made Caidinall, Creſwels 
{action prevailing againlt him,and Crefſwel him- 
ſclte notwithſtanding his ſervices done to the 
Sea of Rome and State of Speine, was by new 
vpſtart Icſuites,cxauthorized and ejeed from 
his place, whichwas Prefect of the Engliſh Miſ- 
tion which 1s now by difpenſatfen from the 
Pope converted into a Prouinciall-ſhip, which 
was giuen to Father Blame, who was lately in 
Enelend, and wretched Creſwef dyed abour a 
yeere atrer at Gaunt in Flanders, well ſtriken 
with yecres,but farre more with diſcontent, on 
the 20 of 4arch 1622.And their malitious pro- 
je&s hauc caſt out Father Foſey trom being their 
Agent inthz S$9an:ſþ Court 1627. who for a Ie- 
ſuire which is rarc,was an hone(t meaning man, 
and a very goo.l fellow, an. haue ſubborned in 
hiz place Father Nertha grand Matchiuillian, 
and thus they hauc vſed diuerfe others, as old 
Father Flacke, Father Strange, Father Grbbias, 
The ſecond fort of Icfuitcs are thoſe who 
preach,confeſſe,and reach youth, and enuy cach 
other for the number of their ſchollers & ghoſt- 
ly children; they are beſides inno ſmall emula- 
tionabout their owne worth and learmng, rea- 
ding for the moſt part to their white boyes looſe 


and laſciuious Poems. A third fort of Ieſuires

his Chronicle. 
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thercare,not vnhtly termed {imple ones ; theſe 
arc wonderfull auſtere in their i:te, of a fcru- 
pulous conſcience,aud brought vp to colour the 
courſes and the Actions of the more cunning 
and politicke ones : of this rancke forme foure

ther, who is a Caterer to the Colledge,cut of 
whoſe purſe they haue pickt 2 or 3 thouſands, 
Theſe three ſcucrall ranckes and Orders afore- 
ſaidaregrowne to a faction, avout the Ictuitrt- 
ces or wandring Nuns,fome allowing,tome dit- 
liking them viterly, This Order of Nuns bc- 
zan ſome 12 yecres fince,, Ly the mcancs of Mi- 
ttrefle Mary Ward, and Miitreile Twzrey, wo 
Ereliſb Gentlewomen, wioobſcructhe 22nation 
hadit, and goe clad very like corhe Icſuires, in 
tis onely differing from other Nunnes : They 
walke abroad in the world, and 5r- ch the Gol- 
pell to their ſex in England 7:1! clfſewhere : The 
firſt that induce! this Ori. of Nunnes, was Fa- 
ther Gerard,thun Reg of the Engliſh Colledge 
at Leize, Father Flacke and Father Afvore aſſiſting

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him there, but others oppugned them, as Fa- 
ther Sing/eton, Beneficla, and Flood, refuſing to 
give them their Jre predicate, but rather adjud.

Lucas in Sparne, 
having taken a fall © certification from the g0- 
ucrnor of Callis, thar the ſhip and goods belon- 
m7 t!

ihis {111} >) WAaS © fan too. Tunne burden, Car - 
rying 12 PECCC of Ordnance, 40, men beſides 
paſſe! 12ers, one Chirurgion, and two Trumpe- 
rers. ?An4 we dep narted with ſeuenother ſhips 
in the company, and hauing fayled to the Pro- 
montory called Fines Ferre, ypon the coaſt of 
Galrſia we detcryc.l 2 (Hppe CO! nming from rhe 
coalt of Portnoxl, which tooke his courſe afide 
of vs, at la t wee percciuing he diſceracd our 
I French 
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French colours, wee forthwith made towards 
him,who pur out the States colours,butgye ſup- 
poſing him to bee a Pyrate of drgier, y, or 
Rechell,it would not be amiſle to aboard him be- 
ing ſo necre the coaſt of Spagze, not doubting 
withina few houres totake him, tothe which 
end the Admirall with the other five being all 
French, joyned himfelte ro the Vice Admira!l 
being the frongeſ of the company, they were 
conceired, it were beſtto let him goc ; butthe 
Vice Admirall deſirous to conteſt with them 
prepared himſelfe for ro fight, launching forth 
his boate,charging his Artillery, Muskets, and 
Murthering pieces, laying his traines of pewder, 
nailing vp his decks, croſſing the hatches with 
Cables, and hanging his gripling chainc on the 
maine Maſt ; which done, the Captaine of the 
Vice-Admirall zaqses Banbarge by name, began 
to encourage his Marriners, telling how cafic it 
was for ſeuen to take one, not thinking the ſup- 
poſed Pyrare to haue had aboue zo men, and rc 
pecce of Ordinance, whereupon the rctt gathc- 
ring rogether,reſoſued tharthe Admiral thould 
make the firſt onſet,and the Vice-Admirall the 
ſecond,and the reſt intheir order ; but the Hol- 
langer diſcerning vs to be French made no haſte 
to eſcape vs,and having gotten the winde made 
towards vs witha deſire to get ſome prouifion 
of vs for his money,and we towards him, which 
ſecing, hee hung out a flagge of truce, but our 
Admirall ſaluted him with two peeces of Ordi- 
mance, our Vice-Admirallwith foure, and the

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reſt intheir order came on, which hee valiantly 
withſtogg, putting forth on each {ide ſome 14. 
es of ordnance, not having before

outaboue 4 or 5, his burden being ſome 200, 
Tunne, with an hundred and fifty men, and fiue 
Trumpeters, who turning about gaue vstwo 
broade {des with his Ordnance, ſhooting three 
or foure of our ſhips through, and through our, 
Our Admirall and the other French (hips ſceing 
themſclues deceiued, and that he was no Pyrate 
but a States man of warre,fled, leaving our Vice 
A.mirall engaged in the fight, The Vice Admi- 
rall ſeeing how the caſe flood, faid vnto vs 12, 
that we were now to dye with honour, or ſur- 
uiue with infamy, and becauſe wee were youn 
an vnexpert in fea fight, to encourage the bet- 
ter maile vs to drinke each one of vs a good 
draught of Aqve vite with Gunpowder ; This 
done,he eniovned his Marriners to play on them 
with ſmall (hor, but they replying fo ſtoutly, 
made our Marriners quickly quit the hatches 
and fly to their Ordnances vnderneath as their 
beſt defence, whereupon we kil'd the Maſter of 
their ſhip,which their Captaine perceiuing dif. 
charged more cagerly, and with the ſhot tooke 
off the ſterne of our ſhippe,which our Capraine 
perceiving grew deſperate, even ſometimes 
minded to blowe vp the ſhippe, 1m 1 2 ſhootes 
more they irooke downe our maine Maſt, and

which we tooke to bee a F iſherman, and be! 1ng 
dcſtiturc of viEtuals and proutſion,we got vpthe 
maine Maſt and made {1gnes vnto them for ſuc- 
cour,hoping inan houre to have gone with them 
on ſhoarc at the Fort of S.Yincent. 

But our ſuppoſed Fiſhermen came ſooner 
then welcome, tor hauing firſt coaſted vs round 
abour, and perceiuing our veſſell though great, 
yet of little defence (as in truth it was, allthe 

Mar- 
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Marriners being meerc Anabaprtiits) came dt- 
rectly ypon vs, and wee getting onthe hatches 
ready 15 leape intorhem ; percetued our Fi- 
ſhermen turned toa Gallyof 18 oares on cach 
ſide,having in him beſides about 100, Moores, 
Moriſcees, andother runnagates, who comming 
within ſhor let fly at vs two peeces of Ordnan- 
ccs,and making a great ſhour altogether in ſigne 
of ioy they hal gotteh a prize. 

And we ſecing ourſcues quite loſt, ſtrooke 
ſaile an] ſubmitred, they entring our ſhippe, 
tooke vs out into them, and ſent our ſhippe 
with our Pilot and ewelue Moores into Sally,

The fift Chapter declareth how he was fold with the 
reſt in Sally, and the great miſery they endured 
wvntill they were ranſomed,and how the Merchant 
Was poy/oned 4 the MLeres for redeeming them, 
and after his death how the I:ſuites cheated hu 
ſole daughter and heire' of the monyes which 
from vs was due vnte her, for theſe her Father 
disbar ſed in our renſome,

Frer we were taken by the the Moores 
(as aforcſaide) wee were bound hand 
and foote, and caſt into the Prow or 
forecaſtle of their Gally where wee lay 
foure dayes ſpace, not permitted ſomuch as to 
{tirre from the place, 

After theſe foure dayes paſt, and the cas 
growne calme,they vntved our hands and feete, 
brought vs from the Prow tothe board of the 
Gallyto helpe them in rowing, putting foure 
and fourc toan oare,but I being vnable to keepe 
{troake with the reſt, was well beaten, & bornd 
againe,and caſt backe to the Prow, the reſt do- 
ing their deuoire, where kept cloſe till night, 
then I entoyed their company, 

At midnight, two Moores come downe vnto 
vs, & ſecretly ſcleing two of the youngeſt and 
faireſtamongſt vs, abuſed their bodies with in- 
fatiable luſt,and on the next morning they ſtrip- 
ping themſclue ſtarke naked, and powring out 
water 
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water one vpon the others head , ſuppoſed 
by this waſhing they were cleanſed from their 
new acted ſinne, 

Another night the 2ſoores making merry vp- 
on the decks, and halfe drunke with their drinke 
which they call Oi#m, our Marriners of Hem- 
burge,and ſome Portugall Captiues which were 
with vs percejuing ſuch oportunity, we encou- 
raged cach other to riſe vp againſt rhem, their 
weapons being below with vs, and one of the 
Pertugals hands vntyed s whereupon we agreed, 
and this Peri&gall beginning to vntic the reſt, 
was apprehended inthe Act by the Captaine of 
the Gally, who comming downe in a fury, faid 
thathe knew what wee intended, and that hee 
could diſcouer in his fleepe, more treachery 
then wee could inuent being awake + And well 


n.ight hedo ſohauing the helpe of their Prieſt - 


with him who was a witch(as moſt of them are) 
and then putting the plotrers rodeath, he ferte- 
red vs more ſtrongly with irons, 

And fo coaſting the coaſts of Spazne, ſtill ex- 
pecting ſome other booties, but finding none, 
entered the ſtraites of Gibralter towards Argier, 
but the winde turning contrary, wee were con- 
ſtrained to repaire vnto Sally, And the day be- 
fore our arriua!l there, being deſtiture of vi- 
QAuals, the Prieſt called their 4faqus, conjured 
the fiſh of the ſea todraw neereto the Gally, fo 
that they tooke them vp with their hands, as 
many as ſuſtained vs till wee arriucd at Sal,

now ſaid, 

This Moriſ.o carried me tohis houſe, where 
fettering one of my legs with an iron chaine,and 
clothing 7 MC, with a canuas ſuite, laid theſe in- 
junctions vpon me : firſt he gaue mecharge of 
his ſtable,and then to grind at his hand mill, and 
todraw watcr at the Fountaine, with many 0- 
thers of the like nature, 

The viduals he gaue me were Bercugenaes, 
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Cadbage,and Goats ſeſh ; As for my lodging it —— 
was in adungeon 1n the market place, where Turns, 
they vſe commonly to lodge their flaues, who 
repaire there eucry night about eight of the 
dlocke, their maſters manicling their hands be- 
fore for teare they ſhould make an inſurretion, 
the number of chem bcing about 800. bein 
Spaniards, *renchmen, Engliſh, taltans, Portagals, 
and Flemm:ſh,cur beds were nothing bur rotten 
{tray laid on the ground,and our couerlets pee- Af 
Ccs of ol] failes full of millions of lice and fleas, 
{0 that we could rake no reſt, being conſtrained 
to put backe to backe and rub out the painc ; a- 
bouP#fiuc of the clocke in the morning the doore 
being opened ve repaired toour maſters houſes, 
and io to our wonted worke, 

And it ctanced on a time that I having not 
performed my ordinary taske, was beaten by 
my maſter ſo cruelly, that fora long time after 
I loſt the vic of my left arme, which he percei- 
uing ſaid,at molt it was but the lofſe of a Chri- 
{tian dogge. Another time going ro fetch water 
from the Founraine,I chanced to make water a- | 
gainſt the Church wall, which a Mvore ſeeing, | 
preſently made toward me, and asked whether 
it was the cuſtome of my Countrey todoe ſoor 
no,if it was, it was not the cuſtome of theirs, 
and chercupon beat mee till hee left mee halfe 
deal, A whileatter this,my Maſter perceiuing 
me to bee ſickcand feeble, and not able to per- 
forme any {cruice, gaue mc !caue to ſee a French 
Merchant,by name chan ae ls Gorerra, to fee if 1 
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could perſwade him to redeeme me; this Mer- 
chant traded from thence to S:8:f, and Cales,and 
vſed to traffique for ſlaues and other commodi- 
ties, to whom when I had opened my caſe, hee 
promiſed to do for me what poſſibly hee could, 
and having taken my name in writing, he pre- 
ſently told me he knew one of my name, whom 
(as it fell out)was my Vnckle, who was then the 
Exeliſh Conſull for the Merchants at S, Laces, 
and thereupon hauing examined mee, and fin- 
ding me to tell the truth, offered ro my maſter 
50.crownes for my ranſome, but my maſter vt- 
terly refuſed ir, then the Merchant roſc higher, 
and gaue him the ſumme of (ixſcore crownes 
and vpwards,and fo I was ranfomed and et at li- 
berty. 

vb I began (hauing a Moore in my compa- 
ny for my conduor) ro enquire after my com- 
panions, whom I found inthe Caſtle, and in ſc- 
uerall priuate houſes, whom they ſcarce cucr 
ſuffercd ro come abroad, efpeeially the faireſt 
and youngeſt, whoſe bodies they abuſed with 
their Sodomy. I having with much dirculty 
obtained to ſce them, tooke my leaue of them 
and went to the Merchant ,acquainting him how 
I had beene with my companions, ard intrea- 
ting if hee could poſhbly hee would ranfome 
them,who made great demurre for the preſent, 
not — — and beſides they beirig ſo 
many innumber, that their ranſome would a- 


mount to a farre greater ſumme of money then 
he could welldisburſe, whereupon I perſwaded 
, him 
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him that it would bce an exceeding charitable 
deed,and no lefſe auailable vato him, their Fa- 
thers and friends being men of great faſhion in 
Enzland. 

So thenart laſt the Merchant partly reſolued 
to redeeme them,wcnt to vititthem, but moſt 
of their maſters would got part with them vp- 
on any termes, which the Merchant percetuing, 
vctooke himſclte ro the Gouernor of the Ca- 
ſtle who was his very great friend, and prefen- 
ting him with a diamohd ring of 600, crownes 
price,procuring the Gouernor to buy them for 
himſe!te who did it,and: gaue for them, ſome 
39.pound,ſome 40. pound a pecce, 

VVhich done, hce deliuered them vp to the 
Merchant,which the Advores their ſaid maſters 
vnderſtanding, came 1n great rage and tooke 
them out of the Merchanrs houſe where wee 
werealtogether expecting to be imbarked the 
next winde for Spazne, but one of their malters 
ſaving I was the occalion they were like to looſe 
their {tlaues, drew his Cemuter vpon me to kill 
me, but I betooke my ſelfe ro my heeles, and 
tooke ſanuary in the Gouernors houſe, whom 
when I had informed how the cafe ſtood, came 
out with his guard and protected me, and tooke 
my companions from their maſters againe, and 
put vs all in a houſe ncere his owne, with a 
guard of 12 muskctiecs to defend vs till ſuch 
time as the Merchants ſhippe was ready for 
Sparne, 

Hereupon the Moores their maſters were fur- 
ther inraged, and hauing complotred together, 
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ſaid they would hauc them to be gelded, ani to 
be ſent tor Eunuches as a preſent to the King of 
Marrsecos to attend vpon his 300,wiues,ſothcy 
went tothe Guucrnor $0 declared this their 
mine vato him, the Goucrnor was much per- 
plexed, not daring to deny any thing which was 
for his King, 

WW hereupon the Governor not knowing any 
other way to preuatle, intreated them that they 
weuld nordo fo, and that vpon a greater cccall- 
on they ſhould command him greater matters, 
and {0 with perſwafions and govd words he ob. 
rained his will,and we being treed from all dan- 
ger,and the Merchant ready rodepart for Spainr, 
one of the aforcſaid Moores x reſented hin 
with a poyſoned tart, ro the end hc Cyitig rhe: c- 
with,they might recover all their flaues, Bur as 
it pleaſed God this povſon wrought not witli 
him for a day and a balte, for afrer dinner hee 
DCaNg as Yor 
ſound, and the Gouernor brought him on ſt. ip» 
board,taking vs 1 2. along with him, where dc - 
parting,weall gaue him moſt humble and hear- 
ty thankes, as the ſole inſtrumentof cur mot 
happy deliuery, And thence having hoyſed vp 
ſayles we went onour voyage, and fcarccly ha- 
uing ſayled the ſpace of halfe an houre, che Mer- 
chant began tro waxe wonderfull ſicke, and to 
raue.and withallro complaine of the dart,which 
the maſter of the ſhippe ſeeing, turned his courſe 
to Memmore, atowne now belonging to Sparne, 
etpht leagues from Salley, where anchoring that 
night, we expeacd the morning tyde to cnter 
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the Porr,the morning tyde being come wee car- 
ryed our Merchant on thoare,and I beingabout 
to lay himon a bed, he preſently expired 1n mine 
armcs, not making any will or diſpoling of his 
goods : Next day he was buried with all honour 
the Goucrnour of the Towne and Souldiers 
could exhibir,we 1 2.carrying torches before his 
corps tothe Church,ſang the requiemand dirges 
of the dead,and the Pricſt celebrated maſſe for 
his ſoule. 

Which Ceremonies ended wee returned to 
our ſhips, and being ready to depart with the 
next moraing tyde,there drew towards Afar we- 
ra, the More whom they call the Saint of Salty, 
with 20000, other Alarabes, and afſauited it 
with ſuch fury and ſhouting, asif heaucn and 
carth were come together, then making their 
onſet were valiantly repulſed, the towne being 
aſilted with 150 Marriners, an! Paſſengers our 
of our ſhippe an.l pinnaces, but efpectally by 
two French Gunners whoneuer lettly in vaine, 
the Sparſh Gunners milling tor the molt part, 

Thus a great part of the Moores being (laine, 
the re{t cd with their S*,backe againe to Salley, 

And we ewodayesafter departing the towne, 
continued our courſe' for Cales , but drawing 
neere the City of A4larache, we were chaſe.l by 
tirce men of warre of Arerer, fo that wee were 
forced torake ſhelter vader the Caſtle of A4/ara- 
che,where I and another of my companions got 
6n ſhoare, vnwilling'to venture any further in 
the ſhip,bur finding there a lighter boare of the 


Gouecrnors ready for Cales, wee embarkt our 
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ſclues therein, being accompanied with one 
Captaineand a Dominican Fryer, and when we 
were neere Cales the Fryer began to tell tie 
Captaine of the belt Curteſans in the rowne, 
but in the midit of his ſtory he perceive! a Tur- 
kiſh Barke making rowards vs, which broke of 
his diſcourſe, and drouc him to mumble oucr 
his mouldy beades,and ſay his Breuiary, and of- 
fice tothe Virgin 4ary. Buthauing gorten o1 
the Spaniſh ſhoarc, told what was bchinde of his 
tormer diſcourſc, 

Here Ideparting with my other companion, 
wentto S*, Lacas which was three leagucs off ro 
my Vnckles houſe,where I was receined and cn- 
tertained with no little joy ; where alſo ten daies 
after, the reſt of our company arriued, with 
whom being furnithed for my journey accom- 
panied them to their College in Szarl,whence 
taking my lcauc | left them,being not willing to 
raſt any more of their diſcipline, and wiſhing 

them withall to rake order to (atisfie the Mer- 
chants daughter,hauing already done it tor me, 

The Rector made an{wer for them to me,thar 
he would take that to his charge, 

And fo I went to the Court of Mearid to vilit 
my Parents and friends who knew not what was 
become of me,where being entertained with no 
{mall joy, I opened to my Father the miſery I 
had ſuffered and acquainted him with the Icſu- 
ites practiſes at S,Omers,and the reaſons where- 
tore I lefr them ; this my Father hearing, grew 
into diſlike with the Teſuires, but ef iall 
when he vnder(tood that the Rector of \ wy Col- 
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ledge at Siwi# had cheated the Merchants daugh- 
ter whoſe father loſt his life in ranſoming their 
ſchollers, which cheat was contrived on this 
manner. The leſuites of Sin; having beene in- 
formed that the Merchant disburſed not ready 
money for their ranſome, but was topay it at 
b15 returne,now (he not returning)they affirmed 
that they rhought in conſcience they were out 
of debt tor the matter, neuer contidering that 
the Merchant had left his warehouſe fraught 
with the value of 10000.crownes behind,which 
their deceit luis daughter now ſeeing ſued them 
inthe law, bur the Feſuires ſo poſletied the Tud- 
gcs that they ouerthrew her inthe cauſe, forhat 
now ſhe was left,deſtitute of Father and goods, 
the foreſaid Moores &leſuires being trebly paid. 
Now the Iefuites wrote to Exgland to their 
friends for their ranſomes, which being ſpeedily 
ſcnt,they cnfbyed themſelues, . 
Morcover they made a Tragicall-Comedy of 
our voyage, whereby they got much money ard 
honour, whereupon all people admired Gods 
prouidence, and our delivery out of ſuch mani- 
felt dangers, which the Ieſuitesaſcribed only to 
their protector S, Jeactizs we being their ſchol- 
lers, and thereupon they colle&ed no fmall 
ſummes of money, which they pretended was 
to pay forour ranſoming. AO 
And now they keepe theſe (chollers in the onely ©on-rs 
Colledge ſtudying vntill ſuch time which is a- Whp0vee wh 
bout 2 yeeres hence, when they ſhalbe ordained ar $i=-dtho-

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CHAP.VI, 

This fixt Chapter containes diverſe remarkable 
things teuching the Ieſaites and Monkes, end a/ſs 
the death of bu Father in Madridrhere aftcy bs 
voyage hee lined two yeeres, wmtill bu Catholike 
Muaie/ly nominated him bu Captaine for Flan- 
ders, 


N the yeere 1623, I arriucd at Ms- 
arid as atorcſaid, where I relided 
with my Parents living i it; peace and 
rranquillicy, vntill ſuch times as 
there came to Madrid, that mignanimious anc 
vertuous Prince Charles Prince of Wales, now 
King of great Brita/ne, whoſe voyage procurcd 
the wonder of the world, - the like bc ing neucr 
hcard or read of ; bur leauing the Ceſcription 
thereof to more skilfu!l pennes then mine ow2e, 

I returne to my intended fubiect, Firttrhen the 

leſuites percetuing what finallaccounts I made 
of returning vnto them,gaue mc-ouer for a caſt- 
away, and fought by all meanes they could to 
diſgrace me to my parents and friends, but | be- 
ing g afore acquainted with their dealings, kept 
meout of their clutches. Now the Earle of Car- 
{lethe Lord Hayes by name, arriucd at Maarid, 
rooke me from my Father and made mc his in- 
terpreter for the time of his abode in Spazne,and 
atter his departure I paſt my time to and fro 
in diverſe Exgl;/s Gentlemens company ,ſtill ex- 
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peing the conclufionof the match betweene 
Enzland and Spaine, and hoping thereby ro bee 
admitted into the feruice of Downe Maria the 
Infanca whom my Father had turoured in the 
Erg4ſb tongue, and had alſo the promiſe of all 
courtelies thee could poſſibly do him, and thus 
paſſing my time, I fell jnto acquaintance with 
MF, Francis Browne (Onne & heire to the Vicount 
Moantague and MF. Hewry Barty,the now Lord of 
Lindſeys vrother, one MF, Anthony Ingle field the 
forelaid MF, Brownes coſen germanc and Earle of 
Briſiols Page. T his MF. Browne had a Benedictine 
Monke to his Tutor whoſe name was Fryery Bens 
net,alias Smith, whothrough the adyice of ano» 
ther Bene.lictine Monke one Father Boxeface, 
tooke him out of the Earle of Briffols houſe, 
and put him to a Prieſts houſe in Madrid to bee 
turour'd and brought vp in learning, telling him 
that it was very abſurd that ſuch a Gentlemans 
ſonne as he was ſhould be Page and that eſpeci- 
ally in x or 

But their intent.was to make him one of their 
owne order, and ſo get his meanes.away from 
him, for they enioyned the Prieft to looke to 
him very narrowly, and not ſuffer him to go a- 
broad,withour either going himſelf,or elſe ſen- 
ding a faithfull. companion along with him, and 
that vpon Sundaycs and Holidayes hee ſhould 
bring him along with him to his coſens houſe ro 
dinner, where I mecting afterwards with him, 
and growing intimate: with himand' his coſen, 
they complain:d\ro mee what feyerity the 
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Monks exerciſed vpon them, but eſpecially vp- 
on M*, inglefield,inticing lum daily to take their 
habir vpon him, ſaying, that there was not ſuch 
an order to be found inthe whole world beſides, 
and that he ſrould bee admitred into the com- 
pany of any Duke or Prince, and moreouer rec- 
koning vp how many Popes had beeneof their 
Ord& and the like, As for M*, Browne they kept 
him in ſo clofe.that he rather liucd the life of a 
Monke then a Courtier, for they made him euc- 
ry day to meditate vpon death, and the danger 
of living in the world,thinking thereby todraw 
him rorheir Order, ar leaſt to be well affected 
thereunto, -Likewiſc they made him ſay the of- 
fice of our Lady,and their grand Prieſts breuia- 
ry, dd ſoar length they got ſuch a hand over 
lum,' thatchey made himoft times go on foore 
whilft they rode about juncketting in his coach; 
but now leaning the Monkes awhile, let vs come 
to the Ieſuires and Auſten Fryers, 

Firſt how the Icſuites went abour to ſeduce to. 
them one. Mr, Hemry Chaloner {onne to Sir The- 
was Chutloney,' late Tutor to Prince Henry : this 
young, Gentleman nor contenting-htmſclte with 
the bare knowledge of Arts, and liberall (cien- 
ocs at home, bur defiting likewtfe to bee more 
really and experimentally informed by vihting 
torreigne parts, imbarkt himſelfe ar Dower for 
S.Lucas in Spazne, where being arrived tooke 
his way by Sill to Madrid and at Szwill he went 
tothe Colledge of Engliſh Teſuites to ſee the 
diſcipline and gouernment thereof, and = le. 

utes 
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ſuires ſeeing him to bee but render of yeeres, 
made full account todraw him to their Orders 
by their flattering words and inticemen's, tel. 
ling him as yet he was in a great errour, that it 
were his beſt courſe roadmit of the Romaxe Ca- 
tholick fairh without which there is no ſaluati- 
on; but ke demeancd himfelfe fo diſcreetly that 
they could not poſſible worke him ouer with all 
tzeirenticements. Hereupon ſeeing they could 
nt prevaile by their arguments and inticements 
the kept him in their Colledge perforce, where 
conſidering 1n what ſtraite he now was, contri- 
uced the meanes of his liberty after this manner: 
he rold them chat hee had a brother a neere re- 
tainer to his Highneſle of Wales, who had ſent 
for him: to preferre him to his ſeruice, which the 
Teſuites hearing diſmiſed him fpeedily,for feare 
they ſhould incurre ſome great diſpleaſure, And 
ſo raking his leauc he tooke his journey for Me- 
dri4, where by the way hee met with a certaine 
Auſtin Feyer which was then travailing for Me- 
&rid, whoſe company hee enioyed to the fore- 
ſaid Madrid, but on the way the Fryer well ob- 
ſcruing the comelyneſſe and ingenious lookes 
grew forthwith inamoured with him, infomuch 
that he detired to be his bed fellow, and incon- 
dition thereof he promiſed kim a nights lodging 
with his ſiſter,who for her beauty was then pa- 
ralel'd but by very few inall Sp«/ve, but this 
young Genrleman not giving way to his re- 
queſts, as excceding the bount!s of reaſon and 
modeſty, left the- Fryer much perplexed in his 
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vnnaturall deſires ; when they came to Madrid, 
the Fryer went to his Couent, and this young 
Gentleman tothe Court, where hee was enter- 
tained by his Highneſle,who gave charge to his * 
Secretary that he ſhould want for nothing, tel- 
ling him that his Father had beene a ſecond Fa- 
ther to his brother whoſe god-fonne hee was ; 
thus paſſing his time art rhe Court vnder the 
Princes protection and care, was here alſo as be- 
fore at the Siull Colledge aflaulted by one Fa- 
ther Fefer,but he put him off as the reſt, A little + 
after he returning into England with his High- 
neſſe,now my Father continued in his morlbip 
of the Infant vnrill he fell ſicke and dyed, No- 
wember the laſt, 1623. the chiefe occaſion of his 
death being this : the Ieſuites and their depen- 
dants fecing that he conſulted not with them as 
in times patlt,, for fnding himfelfe wonderfully 
miſtaken inthem andtheir religion, faid it was 
high time for him to looke to his owne foule, 
and;yet he doubted not if it pleaſed God bur hee 
would ſauce one. 'W hereupon the Icfuites cn- 
deauoring by all poſſible meancs to exauthor ize 
him vnder hand, informing the Infanta that his 
diſcaſe the coughof the lungs might prouc in- 
teious to herperfon; vpon this ſhee ſent her 
Phyfitians to viſit him,and they finding it other- 
wiſe,ſhe continued him1n her ſeruice. 

Bur a little after hee being aduertiſcd by his 
friends of the Iefuites plots and information a- 
gainſt him, and ſecing alſothe ſame himſclfe, 
went home and after the cight dayes mm , th 
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ſickeneſle and diſcontent hee dyed, leauing his 
place to one Father Boniface, in whoſe Church 
he was buried, his body being accompanied by 
the Earle Gendamoy and other Nobles of the 
Court,and all the ſeruants of the Infanta, with 
many other Engliſh Gentlemen,as M*. Barty, Mr, 
Browpe,S*,Edward Bainham, M* Inglefietd and 0- 
thers;the dirges and requz7ems and other ceremo- 
nies ended, my brother and I went to kifle the 
Infantas and Don Oliwares his hands, who moſt 
gracioully receiucd vs, and procured vs our Fa- 
thers penſion, 

This paſt, I lived at Maarid at my mothers 
houſe 7 or 8 monthes, in which I continued my 
former friendſhip with M Browne, and M. Jng/e- 
field, but eſpecially with M. nglefield, who told 
meagaine how —_—_ hee was vrged and 
importun'd to turne Monke, whereupon I di- 
{waded him from it,which Farther Boxrface ſmel- 
ling out, gaue order to his turor to refraine my 
company,which M. /-?lefield took fogricuouſly, 
that on the ſunday following when his tutor was 
ſaying Maſſe at the high altar,got from-him,and 
came to me where I entertained him with al! 
reſpe& and courteſie.But Farther Boniface vnder- 
ſtanding where hee was, came tohim, and per- 
ſwaded him to returne to his tutor,bur ſeeing he 
could not preuaile by perſwaſtons, thought to 
do it by threares; but all in vaine, for the young 
Gentleman was reſolued rather to dyc then ro 
turne Monke, which Father Boniface ſecing re- 
rurned to his Couent as wiſe as he came, 
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A little while after, he counſclled Mr, Benner 
the aforeſaid M*,Brownes tutor, to conuey him 
ro Rome, which he did, and intreated S*,Griffiw 
AMarkam,and S*, William _ who then !tued 
at the Cou:rt,and with whom Idaily kept com- 
pany,to perſwade me to follow the warres, {up- 
poling thereby in my abſence to regaine Maſter 
Inglenela with their perſwaſtons : I preſently 
24uc care,and hauing gotaudicnce of his Maic- 
ty, intreated him for a commiſſon and patent 
for a land company in Flanders, which his Maic- 
ſty forthwith —_— me, and withall gaue mee 
2 00 CCOWNEs for my v#/aricum : fo taking leaue 
of my mother and friends, I tooke my journey 
for Flanders but inthe meane ſpace, M.1m;/efield 
recciued a letter from his Father, in which hee 
enioyncd him to returne to the Vniuerfity of 
Doway in the Prouince of Artoas, where his 
yonger brother was a Student, which forcſaid 
Vniuerſity was bur foure leagues out of my 
way,and ſo we refolued to trauaile rogerher,and 
a day before we departed, Father Francs Foſſer 
came 70-vilit vs, and inuited vs toaccompany 
him the nextday to Yaliaolid, it being but wo 
leagues out of the way to Flanders,at whoſe re- 
queit M. inglefield and my felte reſolued to goe 
with him,bur eſpecially for the great deſire wee 
had to {ce the -Engla/ſb Colledge there z where- 
upon the next day wee departed to YVallidelid, 
where after three dayes journey we arriued, and 
were inuited forthwith after our arriua 's by the 
Rector and other Fathers of the Colledge to 

lodge 
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lodge with them ,whoſe requeſt we accepted of, 
Raying with them that night at ſupper, and bed- 
rime being come, they lodged M. ng/efield at 
one end of the Colledge and my felfe at the o- 
cher,telling vs it was nota cuſtome among them 
for two to lye together, whereupon I betooke 
my felfe tomy ret, and hee to his : And I being 
inbed, the Sub-ReRor and two of his ſchollers 
went his Chamber,and after ſome conference 
had with him, they broughthim certaine junc. 
kets1& ſweete meates with the beſt wine in the 
towne, telling him that if hee would be plcaſed 
to ſtay with them in their Colledge, he ſhould 
haucallthe reſpect and honour which a Gentle. 
man of his quality may challenge, Fugthermore 
they ſhewed him the ſepulcher and monument 
of his great Vnckle S, Francis Inglefield, fome- 
times priuy Counſellor, & Maſter of the Wards 
to Queene Aary,and King Philip, who had alſo 
beene buried in their Colledge, and had becne 
as they ſay one of their chiete Benefactors, and 
for his fake they were bound to giuchim rc- 
ſpe&,and the beſt counſcll they could : but hee 
replycd that he mult with all haſt make for Do- 
way,ſith his father had ſent for him to comethi- 
ther : on the next morning as ſoone as I roſe 1 
went to his Chamber, where he told me of all 
occurences and paſſages with the Ieſuires the 
night paſt, which hauing done weereſolued to 
depart after dinner, but the ReQor, and Father 
Feſſer, & Father ward the Sup-ReQor,very car- 
neſtly beſought vs to ſtay with them two dayes 
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longer becauſe they had a Lay brother /#hn Hl 
alias Wood by name, who was ther for Flanders, 
and would be for our company if we would ſta 
ſo long for him, which we did. This Hil had 
beene ſometimes a Pyrate, and Captaine of a 
(hippe belonging to Sir Fraxcis Mannering who 
comming for England, Hill with drew himſclfe, 
and fled to L;gornein Jtaly, where giuingall that 
hehad got by Pyracy tothe Pope,and the genc- 
rall of the Icfuircs for the remiſſion of his ſins, 
at laſt turned Icſuite himſclte; whilſt we expe- 
&ed the company of the ſaid Hill, the Icfuites 
continued their banquetting and collations in 
M. inglefields Chamber, bur ſeeing at laſt how 
little they preuailed in their purpoſes dimiſt 
vs, Hillgoing along with vs,whom wee found to 
bee a crafty companion, and one who with his 
ſubtle arrifice and .skill laboured to entice MF, 
Inglefield to S*.Omers, which the better to effect, 
he ſowed di ſſenſton betwixt vs as wee trauailed 
to S*,Sebaſtians, where hee went to the Icſuites 
—_—_ * Relidency,and we toan Inne ip tlic rowne, but 
£0! by ehca- The day following this brother Hl came to our 
ng he he OBI And In my abſence inuited him todine 
towneabout With h1m at the Reſidency,with whom he went, 
6.zeeres fince. 214 after dinner the leſuites perſwaded him to 
leaue my company, Hl having informed them 
how I had affrontcd him in the way , and beſides 
that the way I reſolucd to take was very dange- 
rous and chargeable,ſith I was toigo by land, and 
throogh many deſarts in Frawce, and the lands 
of Burdeawx;which arguments hatl ſo farre forth 
pre- 
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prevailed with him, that had I not by a deſpe- 
rate ſearch and enquiry by chance Gund him 
out,he had beene gone by ſea to SF, Omers, with 
Arif, but whenT met with himand aske him his 
celulution, hee told me he would goe by ſea, 
vr2ing me with the aforeſaid reaſons of the le- 
fuircs, which I having forthwith confured and 
clecrcd my fclfe, wee inſtantly reſolued to take 
polt-horſes,and continue in our journey by land, 
and on the very ſame day we rude to S. /chn Lu- 
cy 11! Fraxce,and Hill followed vs, chuſing rather 
to looſe all che prouiſion hee had prouided for 
tca,then to leaue M. ng fields company : fo po-. 
{ting on through the dcſart of Berdeasx, finding 
my ſelte cleere from the danger of the 1nquiſitt- 
on, and falling into words with Brother Hz, 
they gaue occalion of blowes, art laſt after halfe 
an houres fighting,being by M. Mnelefield parted, 
who inclined ro my fide, the which brother Hz! 
perceiving loſt his labour in that he intended, 
reconciled him vnto me, and thatnight in token 
of an humble reconcilmtion, ſupplycd the place 
of an Oaltter in pulling of my boortes, fo arrt- 
uing at Sardeaue, being weary with riding Poſt, 
weagreed with the meſſenger to travel! with 
him to Peri, giving him euery man fue pound 
apecce (the journey being 300.miles) to detray 
our charges, whence comming withio foure 
leagues of Orleance, ſorue jeſts paſſing berweene” 
M. 4vglefield and a Frenchman, Hill per(waded 
M.tnglefield who did not vnderſtand the French 
rongue, that hee was abuſed by the Frenchman, 

I which 
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which gauc him occaſion to ſtrike him ouer the 
face, whereupon the Frenchmen which were in 
company a{laulted vs,8& had itnot becn for a Ro- 
cheleer we had been (laine,who related vnto him 
that he was milinformed by Brother 7742, which 
chey conſidering, dry-baſted brother Hil an 
lettys. Afterwards comming to Ortrance, Hill 
complained to the leſuites in the French Col!- 
ledge of the ſeeming abuſe offered vnto him,vp- 
on which they pretending to bee Chirifts to!- 
lowers, perſwaded him that if he togke a blow 
on the right care, hee ſhould rurne the Ictt alto, 
where ſccing himſelte fo flighted in his com- 
plaint,railed cxtreamely againſt them, not dee- 
ming them worthy to be couered with the robs 
of their diſorderly Orders,and thinking them to 
bea diſgrace to all others of that ſccicty. From 
thence continuing our journey ti]! wee came to 
Paru,calling him there to an account of thc mo- 
ney wiich wee deliucred vnto htm buoinyg Gur 
purſe-bcarer, found his reckoning fho:t by 7, 
pound,wiicthe pretending to haue lolt,gave vs 
reaſon to diſcard him; wee trauatling by our 
ſclucs from Paris to Doway, at which place lea- 
of wing M*./n2/efield4 with his brother, and Dottor 
—_— Kelliſon Preſident of the Enzliſh Colledge, I re-

bing bur being inuited by M, France Fowler the night 


of Muſcadine, before I departed tothe Caterers houſe, 1 fourd 
—_—_— **:r ſuppcr,the L. S.ſonne,M.F.S.and M.T.A.and 
ſome quarrels M14 P,wherc {upper ended, M,P, floting in his 
4 ve  cups,began a* diſcourſe concerning the caſual- 
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ties we arc ſubieR vnto in this world, preferring 
the Ocdler of a Franciſcan'before others. To who 
I anſwered that on condition hee would turne 
Frycr, I would turne Monke, I being ſeconde:! 
by M.S.arl M. Fouly,which their jeſt at laſt tur- 
ned to carneit, whereupon M.P, diſrobing him- 
(elfe of ail his rich apparrel], gave them to his 
Hoſtc Edmunds whobeing putthotten and per- 
cciving the Moone to ſhine bright through the 
winJowes,fail witha loud voyce, that the holy 
Glo was deſcended,and opening his armes to 
rcecciuc it fell downe backward and broke his 
pate,from thence being carryed to his bed, wee 
couinued drinking ro our new vocations till the 
day pcepr out, at which time recling to the 
Franciſcan Monaſtery centered himſclfe into 
tacir Occler, they neuer CO the cauſc of 
tis ſuddaine vocation, being glad of ſuch a 
prize, ſhaucd his crowne and inueſted him in 
their ornaments, M.S. and M, Fewley going to 
the Monkes were 2dmirted with the like toy at 
the ſame inftart, But I raking my leaue of them 
at the mona{tcry doore, faid that I for my part 
was onely in je{t with them, But this being noy- 
{cd about the Vniucriity,it came to Doctor Kel- 
liſons ceare,vnder whoſe charge theſe new Fryers 
were,who fent for me, and taid he much admi- 
red that ſuch a thing ſhould happen in my com- 
pany,and if that they had intended religion they 
might haue beene ſecular Prieſts in his Col- 
ledge,itbcing for them more profitable and ho. 


notable: I an{wercd that I thought it impoſſible 
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togoucrne the wils of vrher men, and ſuppoſed 
my ſelfe happy in keeping my ſelfe from the like 
ſhaving. Vpon this anſwer the Door deman- 
ded of me in whatcaſe they were when they en- 
reced themſelues, to whom I ſaid they mighr 
thanke their god Baechw more then any thing 
alle fur their new orders, which he hearing tooke 
'1is !eaue of me and went to the Franciſcans, ac- 
companicd with M, Bredley a Priclt M. Porkers 
cozen,So I leauing the Vniuertity went to Brex- 
els,andl from thence to Bradah : but Bradley being 
denyed entcrance by the Frycr, who ſaid it was 
ayainſt cheir Orders tor any one to ſpeake with 
any of their Novices, * leapt ouvcr the Garden 
wall, got vnder his Cozcns window, calling & 
ſaying vato him,Cozcn,Cezen, confider I pray 
that you hauc raken a retigious Order witkout 
knowledge of mother, Hrother,or kindred, and 
that your vocation 15 not good, being vndertaken 
ina hot braine His Cozcn heating this & bc ng 
counſclied Ly the Fryers,he opered his window 
an! ſaid,d:/ceaito a me Satan, Six daycs after bee 
ing ina berrer remper, perceiving his owne fol- 
ly deltred todepart from thenee, which hee did 
with great dithculty, for hee was perſwaded by 
ihe Frycr, that it cuer hee departed from them, 
being entered, he loſt the ſalvation. of his ſoule, 
To whom he anſwered that hce intended this 
journey for England to receiue his portion ; and 
taking !cauc of his friends toreturne againe, Vp- 
on which —_ they fuffcred him to depart. 
Thencc cumming into Exg-aud,was receiued of 
his 
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his friends,and not ſuffered to returne,onely ſent 
a ſumine of money ro maintaine their Cournt, 
The Fryers percc1uing that he ſhould never re- 
turne,preached againit his CozenB, andother 
Prieſts for dilwas! 1ing him from his returne, Bur 
concerning M.S., and M, Fowler, who were ente- 
red into the Benedictine monaſtery, whoſe ex- 
amplecncouraged M. Alex. W, and M. Kiward 
More to follow them, Bur the Monks being 
more ſubrile then thc Fryers, vicd theſe men 
withall the courteſy they could,that they might 

induce their Order Aſter theſe kindneſſes they 
bare a more rourhhand ouer them,and among i} 
the reſt Dottor Kadrſend their Prelident, vpon 
ſlight occaſion entoyned theſc Gentlemen ro 
pennance, which was,that they (houli proftrare 
os mſelues at the inward Chappe [1 doore wha! 

1e reſt of the Monks came in and fang Veſpers, 
ib hereupon ſome of the brauer ſort to ſhew 
their authority, would tread ſoigewhat hard vp. 
vn them, and their long, Ivibg on the oround, 
with their hard yrefſing, "cauſed them to let f ave 
nackward,iniomuch char the ſent « compelled the 
Fryersto dc partthe Ch wpell, A while aftcr 
theſe Gentlemen percciuing their hard vſage, 
departed their monaſtcry,re (olui ing for Encland, 
airhough they had prormmite (deliring ro bee 
ficed from their bondavi) ro make al, \cedy re- 
turne, which they neucr performed to this 
houre.

S. Anthony Shurley, who tiles himſclfc Earle of 
the ſacred Roware Empire, and hath from his 
Catholike Maicſty a penſion of 2000. duckets 
per annual which in reſpect of his prodigality 
15 as much asnothing, This S, Anthony Shurlry 18 
agrcat plotter and proieQor in matters of State, 
and vndertakes by {ca-ſtratagens to inuade and 
ruinate his native Countrey, a jutt treatiſe of 
whoſe paſſages would take vp a whole volume. 

Next vnto him there is one Sir Edward Pain- 
ham, who was a grand complotrer of the Gun- 
powder treaſon, and an agent for a!! rhe reſt to 
Flanders, Reme, and Sparmme, at which place hee 
lived for foure or five yeeres in great reputation 
and elteeme, In Spainc he grew fami';ar with 
Creſwell, but the Gunpowder treaſon takingno 
cffe&t,they forthwith fell ro difference, and ha- 
uing ſpent 12000 pounds ſterling which he car- 
rycd 
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ryed ont of Exgland with him, he fell into great 
nuſery whercin he liues to this day ,and(becauſe 
his plot failed)heis neither countenanced by his 

Catholike Maieſty, nor by the Ieſuires who ſe- 
duced him, I being in his company at Madrid, 
ani telling him of f Creſwels d ath, he made an- 

{wer that hee hoped he was in the dec peſt pit of 
hell,bauing becnc the occation of his ruine, with

Likewite there is one M.4pbu Perſull, who is a 
meere formaliſt,and harh for his pen{.on of his 
Catholike Majcſty 20 crowncs a month ; bur 
wcrc it not for Pez Duarte brother to the Duke 
of Braganz4,who relicues him now and then, he 
might ſtarue with hunger notwithſtanding his 
pen!1on,

den for their Procurator genera!ll, a ſimpic fcl- 
low,but wendertully malitious, Now rovching 
thoſe of the Scorrſh Nation which rceltde inthe 
Court of Spare, there 15 none of account bur 
Colonell Semple, who DCtrayd 2 towne 1n Hol- 
{ind to the _—_ ſome .o yeercs ſince, ant 
receiued 25209 crownes for requitall of his 
treachery and now living in Spare, harh lately 
begun a foundation of ; 2 Scectiſh Seminary, the 
Prefe@ or Rector w! hereof,he intendeth ro make 
his baſe ſonne FHmrzh Semple, whom he hath tra1- 
ned vp i in the Spanſh Icſuites Seminaries, One 
who may proue as treacherous a COmpa!-10n 4s 
cuer was his father, For his Maiclty now vt Erg- 
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land,being in the Court of Spaine, hee gaue vp 
diucrſc petitions & aduertiſements to the Ki 
ind Counſell of Spzze that they ſhould not con- 
clude any match with England, vnleſle there 
ſhould be creed in each Vniuerſity vnder our 
King his Dominions a Colledge of Ieſuires for 
the trayning vp of youth in the Romaze faith and 
doctrine, and to thew himſelfe the more zca- 
lous, printed theſe (aid aduertifements with his 
name ſubſcribed, and delivered them to his 
friends of rhe Court, As for the /r;6 Fugiriucs, 
thereare more of them thenof any other, the 
ſtreere wherein they lodge 1s by the Spaniards 
rermed the lowtic {treete,and as for their quali- 
ty,faue theſe that follow : Firſt he that pretends 
to be Biſhop of Aramath, and Dablin, then the 
Earle of Beere- hawen,with two or three more of 
the King his Pages, all the reſt are meere chea- 
ters and vagabonds. The ſaid Biſhop and Earle 
are Agents for Tyron and Terconwell, who liue 
in Flanders in the Archdutchefſes Court, and 
trom them to other Papilts in 7reland, they daily 
importune his Catholike Maieſty & his Coun- 
ſell ro inuade the {aid Kingdome with an army, 
not doubting but it ſhall bee delivered vp into 
his hands, from which their ſollicitation they 
could not forbeare eucn when our King was in 
Spaine.And thus much for the Engliſh, Scottiſh, 
and 7riſb Fugiriues which are at this preſent re- 
ſident inthe Court of Spaine.Now for the Col- 
ledges & Seminaries of the leſuires, Monks,and 
Fryers,aad other Seminary Prieſts, Iremitthe 
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Reader to Lews Owen his running Regiſter in 
the publike Library at Oxford,of which he may 
at large ſee which I will here but name : as the 
Colledge at Ya{iaolid, and that at $1ni4, anc rhe 
Reſidence at Madrid, and another at S*, Lucas, 
another at Lisbos, of which a ſecular Prieſt, one 
Numan by name is the head, who is now in ſuite 
with the Ieſuites about the propriety thereof, 
but eſpecially becauſe there is onc Dox Pedro Co- 
tinioa Portugall Gent!eman, who was once go- 
ucrnor of Bai in Braſil, who by reaſon of his 
great corruption and vnlawfull gifts he received 
there at his returne from Spazve, fearing leaſt he 
ſhould bee examined by his Maicſty how hce 
came by theſe great riches, he had to bring the 
world into a good conceite of him profeſſed 
that he would build a Colledge for the cducati- 
on of 200 Engiiſh youths, which after they had 
beene trained vp there, might rccturne to their 
Countrey and conuert many to the Komane obc- 
- dience, of which Colledge hee promiſed the 
ſaid Numan to be head, and likewiſe hec made 
the ſame promiſe to rhe Engliſh Ieſuites, that 
one of them ſhould bee head, if his Holineſſe 
would approue thereof, :and hereupon engaged 
them ſo deepe in the Law, thar 20 yearcs try- 
all will ſcarce cnd their controuerfie, hee in the 
meane time deriderh both parties, having no in- 
tention at all ro performe what hee hath pro- 
miſed, 

Bur neuerthelefſe one Harwy a ſecular Prieft, 
Numans Agent here in England for the getting 
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ouer of youth, perſwadeth the Catholikes and 
their Biihop of Chalcedow, that withour doubr 
Father Numer will ouerthrow the Iefuites, As 
for any Scortsſh Colledge or Seminary there is 
none, fauing that which Colonell Simple is be- 
ginning in Madrid. As for the 1rifh they haue 
tliree,one in Selamonce, another in Sini//, and a 
third in Lzs bon, As for Emzliſh Nunnerics, there 
is only one wich is at ZLesbexe, whereof you may 
read moreat large in Ro$;nſon, aud thus much 
{27 Spatne. 

As for Engliſh Fugiriues in 1taly, there are ve- 
ry few, Ar Mullzine there refideth Sir Thomas 
Stateley,who hath 190 crownes a month penſi- 
oa from the King of Spaine, This Stakeley is a 
gran traytor,and enemy to his Countrey, and 
were it not for the Duke of Feria, who cntertai- 
neth hi11 athis owne table, he might long ſince 
haue rode backe to Madrid on an Aſlc as hee 
came, 

Likewiſe there is one Webs, a retainer to the 
King of Spaine, who liveth wonderfull poorely, 
As tor the City of Florence, there liucth Sir Re- 
bert Dudley, who ityleth himſelte Duke of Nor- 
thumberl1nd,who left England becauſe hee could 
not be ſuffered to cnioy a ſecond wife, his firſt 
wife then ſaruiuing. This Dudley now cnioyeth 
his ſecond wife by a diſpenſation from his Ho- 
lineſſe,and is in great cſteeme with the Duke of 
Florence, in _ of his Art in contrining and 
fabricating of ihips,and Gallyes z and hath ob- 
tained of rhe Emperourto bee declared _ 
i K 2 O 
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Of Northumberland, who hath giuen him thertitle 
Already,and the land when he can catch it, 

Now let vs come to Reme, where of all places 
of 1tely we have but one Emel:rſh Colledge,(be- 
ſides the reſidence of the Eng/ſþ leſuitrices,who 
ſpoke Latinc to his Holineſle, to the end that he 
ſhould confirmerthcir Order, and their ſufkcien- 
cy (though women) for preaching the Goſpel! 
to all Nations,cuen to Turkes and Infide!s,men- 
tioned in my third Chapter,) whereof Father 
Fitz, Herbert is the Retor, who had beene be- 
fore a penſiuner, and ſpye tothe King of Sparne 
in Frence,and his ſeruice being paſt, and his pcn- 
ſion failing him,our of pure neceſſity he and his 
man were conftraincd to turne leſuites, or elſe 
ſtarue, And hee being a worthy ſcholler and a 
great polititian, was very welcome tothat Or- 
der.But to come from 7taly to Flanders,our Exg- 
l;ſh Fugitiucs living there, are as follow: Sir wel- 
liam Stanley, who berrayed Denentre a tOWNe in 
Holland to the Spaniards, this Knight lamcnts 
now his misfortunes,and ſayes he hath out-!tucd 
his friends,and inthe ycere 1424. hee was con- 
ſtrained ro goe to Spazze in his old age, hauing 
now ſeene 95 yeeres, and thereto goe Cap in 
hand to all the priuy Counſellors, to craue his 
penſion which had not beene paid him in fix 
yeeres before. And after he had ſpent 4 monthes 
in petitioning them, they granted him 10000, 
crownes,and the title of an Earle to ſell, or be- 
ſtow on whom he pleaſed ; and thus he returned 


to Flanders leauing his money in the handes of a

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e Spaniſh leſuite Father Antonio Yeſques by name, 
who promiſed to returne it for him by a bill of 
; Exchange,but neuer did it tothis day, Vhere- 


upon ſecing himſelfe thus cozened in his old 
_—_ Carthultanat Aaffend, and gauvethe 

arthuſians there his Plate, and that little mo- 
ney which he had, where I have heard him often 


| complaine of the leſuires, and ſay he was hear- 
tily ſorry to finde them ſuch knaues, and that if 
: his Maicſty of great Bri#aine would grant him 
pardon, and lcaue to liue the reſt of his daies in 
Lancaſhire with beete and bagge-pudding, hee 


ſhould deeme himſclfe one of the happieſt in 
the world ; but this could neuer bee obtained of 
his aforeſaid Maicſty hee having beene fo great 
and notorious a traytour, 
Likewiſe there is one Newill, who files him- 
ſclfe Earle of Weſtmerland, but his Earledome 
| many times will ſcarce furniſh him with adin- 
ner, and were it not for his * ſecond wifewho This Nees 
playerh the ihee Phyſitian in the Archdarchss yerliuingin 
Court, hee might be put oft times to narrower £94 
ſhifts,notwithſtanding his 100 crownes penſion 
a month, 
There isalſo one Sir Thomas Leige, whonot- 
withſtanding his 40 crownes penſion a month 
inthe Caſtle of 4ntwerpe,tor a man of his faſhi- 
on his wife and children liue ina very meane 
cſtate, 
Amongſt all theſe Sir Griffin Markham hath 
gone the beſt way to raiſe his fortunes; hauing 
got into fauour with the Duke of Nubarge who 
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fin Markbam at his firſt arriuall at Braxels being 
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gives him the ſureſt pention of all. This Sir Grf- 
kept vader by the Ieſuites,was driven to ſuch an 
exlgency that he was conſtrained to plucke out 
the inlaid (iluer of the hilts of his ſword, to buy 
Hower to make an haſty puddivg for his dinner. 
Therealſo is one M ward, who notwithitanding 
the penſion of 40 crownes monthly, liucs in 
po want, Mr. Toung likewiſe hauing like al- 
owance,and ſharing inthe ſame miſery,Beſides 
MF. Parſons, brother to the grand Ieſuite of that 
name now dead ,is in no betrer condition, 
There is alſo one Gabriel Coltford, a notable 
ſpye and traytor,both to his King and Country, 
who with his companion Clifford, 1s more noxi- 


-ous to our Kingdome then 100 others, who is of 


indifferent eſtate,but of a minde farre aboue, 

There is alſo one M Yerſteagan, whodid not 
[11s wite keepe vp his credit might be yoke with 
the reſt, 

And now weare come tothe regiment which 
the L:Y. and S.E.P. conveyed tor the Arches 
ducheſſe ſeruice, This L.Y atcer his arrivall,ſenr 
a cozen of his,one Capraine B. into Spaine, ho- 
ping of ſome great reward anſwerable to his 
expeRation, which was a chaine of gold from 
his Carholike Maieſty, valued at 400 crownes, 
which my L. retuſed hauing beene at 5000, 
pound charge in that ſervice. Three of his Cap- 
taines which were Sir R, H, SirE, E, and C.T, 
& CS. alittle before hada like recompence, 
they being caſſierd, and the ſouldiers mixt _ 
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other companies, who having disburſt ia the 
conduct of the Souldiers 3000 crownes, not 
1000 returned to them againe. Whereupon 
my L:Y. vpon diſtaſte herein left the ſeruice be. 
ing minded for England, cauing SirF. P, Colo- 
ne'l in his roome, who after the fiege of Bredeh 
being ended, was alike rejected, & his regiment 
being reformed into one company,was g1uen to 
Captaine Rhisby, once Sergeiant Maiorto the 
ſame regiment, And a whule after,SirE.P, and 
moſt of the Captaines were purpoſed for Eg- 
land , as Sir W.T. Captaine B.Captaine B. Cap. 
eaine L, CaptaineY. Captaine L, Captaine 2, 
and Captaine #.with their Auditor C. all theſe 
are returned to England with the ruine of their 
ſtates and fortunes ; and thoſe that continued 
tooke their pay of reformed Captaines, which 
were Beanington,Gage, Shawe, and SirE.E, the 
Scottiſh regiment which was vnder the condu&t 
of the E. of 4. was likewiſereformed,whereup- 
on Sir * w, E. Scrgeiant Mator to the faid regi- A grea pee- 
ment, vpon diſcontent thereof, departed and lon,who if he 
came for England, Sir 7. H.Captaine B. and Cap- dr mae an ſe 
raine H.following him,the remainder of the re- —_—y 
gimecnt reformed into one company, and giuen the ——_ 
to Sir James Creeton, there being behind Cap.. #sNanon, 
taine Lucy, and Captaine Mannington, with di- 
uerſe other Scott/ſh Captaines. And the ſaid E. 
of 4. hauing had a promiſe of his Catholike 
Maieſty to bec one of the moſt Noble Order of 
the Golden fleece, in expectation thereof, and 0- 
ther honors, continued there vnrill the yeere 
1628, 
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1628, but ſecing how his penſion and hopes 
failed himyhe returned for England. 

There remaine alſo at Brexels one Lerde Lit- 
tleten, whonotwithitanding h1s fathers ſcruices 
tothe Pope,and his 40. crownes a month pentt- 
on,is in the ſame predicament with the ref, 

Now ſor the 1r:ſh,as Tyron and Terconnell,they 
have ſome pictance allowed them, and eſpccial- 
ly Tyron ; who hath a regiment of three thou- 

and /riſb ynder him ; wherewith he projecterh 
with ſupply from Spaixe, to inuade and ſurprize 
treland, And thus farre of our ſecular Fugitiues, 

Now take a Catalogue of the Monaſteries, 
Seminaries,and Nunnerics in Flanders: Firſt, at 
Bruxels, there is a Nunnery of Eng/iſh Nunnes, 
of the Order of S.Benedi&,the Abbatiſſe where- 
of is the now Lord Nerthumberlandlis lifter and 
hath vnder her tuition ſome 60 Exeliſh Damſels, 
The ghoſtly Fathers that are ouerteers of this 
monaſtery,are two Emghſb Icſuites, Father Gayadr- 
ner, and Father Walgraze alias Flower, who are 
likewiſe Agents for the Icſuites in England, and 
intelligencers for the Archducheſle 

There is belides another Nunnery of the third 
Ocder of S*. Francis, which is governed by one 
Father Bea Fryer of the ſame Order : and ano- 
ther at Cambrey of the Order of S*, Benedict, 
which is gouerned by two Monks of the ſame 
Order,as Father Leander, Father Rudeſſend. Ano- 
therat Zowarne and Gent, which are likewiſe go- 
uerned by the Icſuites, another at Grasel/ng of 
poore C/ares,vouerned by the Icſuites,as alſoare

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the Reſidencies of the Ieſuites, that are at S*, 
Omers, Leige and Colen, 

1kere is alſo a monaſtery of the Eng/sſb poore 
Terreſians it Ammerpe,governed by une Ductor 
B'iht a (ccular Prictt, all which toreſatd Nun- 
nerics of them cuntaine at leaſt 40, Or 50, Dam- 
ſels which ace mv't of them Gentlemens daugh- 
rers of very great faſl:ion in Exgland,an the reſt 
{yme Chaimbermaids which hauing becne by 
tc letuires wellrigd of their maidenhead, and 
ſ>ucthing vld,arc tent over to theſe or ſuch like 
places to lo penance for their fins ina Nunnery, 
where it 1s much doubred that they continue 
ncuerthelefle in rlicir old courſes, & intice like- 
wiſe the young Dames to the ſame. 

For nut many yeeres {ince, one #arda ſecular 
Pric(t and Chaplaine to the Emg4ſh Nunnery ar 
Bruxels, falling in League with ſome of them, 
cor fromehem abour three or foure hundered 
pounds worth of iewels and diamonds, which 
the Ictuirtes ſmelling out, rurned him out of his 
place ;tclling him that he had vſed juggling and 
diſhoneſt meancs to come by that which he had 
gotren from the Monaſtery : And in the yeere 
1625, thercarolc the like difference berweene 
I>F.Clement,Dcanc of S.Trigoules at Brnxels, and 
Vicar gencrall of the armies of his Catholike 
Maicty,and Father /ames Harford Chap'aine to 
a Company, Ductor Clement accuſed Farther 
Harford of diſhoneſty with another mans wife, 
and Harford accuſed him for being diſhoneſt 
with his owne NeCce, and or a glutton anc! vn- 
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charitable man, ſaying hee had ſeene him dif- 
gorge his tomecke of whole Capons le *gvCs at 
once ; whereupon Father Ramyres Canon of S*. 
Trigonles, one guilty in the ſame kir-le, reconci- 
le. thein tor teare of further {candall. 

Bur to come from their Nunnerics tothcir 
Colledges,as firſt ro $.Omers,which I hauc fully 
decyphered in my third Chapter : next that at

your Monks, they haue beſides theſe, three mo- 
naſterics zone in Paris in the Suburbs: ct S, Ger 
mane, W her reot Father Bernardalias Berington 15 
Prior z this was tie that impriſoned Barzes that 
famous Morke, who was comming for England, 
who is likewiſe the greateſt intelligencer to the 
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Spaniſh Embaſſador againſtour State, The other 
two Mionaſterics are {cituared one at S.Maflowes 
in Brittany, and the other at Newſey ia Loraze, 
Concerning your ſecular Priefts, they have one 
Colledge in Pars, by the name of Arr. Col- 
ledge. 

As for your Ez2/1/þ Fugitiues,it is with them 
as followeth, Firit,at Kherpes lives DF.Gifford Pri- 
mars of Fraxce,and Archbiſhopof Khemes, the 
Duke of Gwzes reſcruing all the reuenewes 
thereot for his owne Kitchin, deducting onely 
to the A:chbithop 2000 pound annually At Pa- 
re lings D*. Bradſhaw, D®, Mazler, and M. Poſer, 
a (ccular Gentlenian z who at the Queencs com- 
ming to Exg/1nd was acluocate toher Maieſty in 
the behalte of the Cartholikes in this Land ; but 
he hauing vnderſtocd, that intelligence was gi- 
uen to the Archbiſhops Grace of Canterbury 
concerning his carriage, hee retired to France 
with allexpedition,where failing of theſe large 
promites formerly made to him,lives in miſcry 
an.l extreame pouerty, 

By this may be diicerned the number of our 
Enzlifh Fugitiues, with their Colledges, Nun- 
neries,and Monaſteries beyond theſcas, which 
veerely draw out of our Land 100, at leaſt of 
young Gentlemen,and Gentlewomen, who al- 
though they pretend conſcience, and want of 
charity here,the occalion of their depai ture,yet 
none (I dare ſay) inthe world, they being gone 
ouer, more enuious and hard hearted then they 
themſclues cach to other. As your private Gen-

Others there arc 
whoſe inoſt earneſt expecationand hearticelt Je-

fliged on the Jewes, by diſperſing of them 
through many Nations, and giuing them vp to 
diſſention among themſclues,and living in great 
want and miſery,

DV el, though achiid and having notas yet 
bo Gag araincd the yeercs of diſcretion, I was 
St {till (as all micnare by anaturall inclina- 
tion) well affected rowards my natiuc foyle , 
which the Iefuites colleting from me, preſſed 
me, anddeclared daily ro me how much I was 
obliged vnto Goll for delivering me out of the 
bondage of crrour and herefie in my very infan- 
cy, and diſwadey mee withall from conucrhng 
with any of my native Countrey which were 
not of the Church of Ree, vpon paine of being 
anathematiz'd,and rejected our of rhe ſame ho- 
ly Catholike Church, And when they heard of 
thedeceaſe of my grand-father and other kin- 
dred, they charged me not to with arequiem to 
their ſoules becauſe they were heretickes,and {0 
conſequently are damned in hell, and comman- 
ded me to pray tothe Virgin Mary, ard all the 
' Saints in heauen for the reſt of my (uruiuing 
friends, that they might ar length become Pro- 
ſclires to the Renwene Frith and obedience, 
When I came to be 18 yeeres of age or there 
L 3 abouts; 
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aboutes,I vndertooke in fecret to read and per- 
uſe the ſacred (criptures, an] being curtous to 
I.now the grounds of the diiferences betweene 
the Proretiants & our {elucs, as of thoſe : of thc 
Popes ſupremacy,thercal! Pre fence of Chritt in 
the holy Eucherilt, the In.Julgences, pardons, 
and profits of Purg ceatory,with the Popes autho- 
rity to depoſeand ict vp Kings, I began likewiſe 
to enquire into,and examine the liues and cour- 
ſes of our Teſuites and Prieſts, and moreouer [ 
ſupcruiſed the letter of D*, Hall an] MF, Bedell, 
which I found in my Fathers ttudy, and atrcr I 
had conſerred one thing with another, l found 
mMoUrere ſemblance and probability of the truth 
in rc Proteſtants religion then in our owne,Be- 
{ies this, I never found any pregnant provte 
they had out of the Scriptu:es, that the Pope 
was the onely head of the Church militant, or 
any good authentique argument for Purparc ry, 
Induigences holy graines, Mcddals, and the likes 
as ſor the reallpreſence, I could neuer obtainc 
tully of my felfe robelecue ir, And as forthe 
Popes Bull, for which each perſon from ſeuen 
yeeres of age and vpwards giues 12 pence to his 
Catholike Maieſty, by vertue whereof hee may 
cate * groſſars, with eg2cs,milke,butter, cheeſe, 
and the like, on Saturdayes and fuch like dayes ; 
 perceiue dittobeea mcere policy and rricke 
ok the King to fill his coffers, the Pope giuing 
him way, "and partly ſharing with him. Now 
touching their miracles they pretend to be dai- 
ly done1n Spare, Flanders,ltaly, ang other parts,

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(though inquiſitive there abuuts) yet Incuer 
could fee any, And as for the holy Crucitix 
which is in the Suburbs of the City /a:gw, 
which they ſhew to great perſonages, as it 1t 
were Chriſt himſelfc,tcliing them that his haire 
and nailes dogrow miraculouutly, which they cut 
and paire monrhly,& giuc to Noblemen as holy 
reliques, Liudge ita thing inccedible,& thereby 
all cheir pretended miracles tobe but meere Im- NE” 
poſtures. As likewiſe the grand miracle of *Wey- _ _ 
mans Luiſa the Nunne of Carrion, who for twen-. '**intreary 
ty yeercs ſpace hath liued by the bare receipt of Nunn When 
the holte,which to belicuc I thinke argues a ve. I*vavin 
ry ſotriſh credulity, an! infinite other miracles i 
and reliques which they haue, I haue found to be 
meere cheats and cofenages, As alfo their Maſ- 
ſe3 for the dead,an dcliucring of foules our of 
Purgatory, by ſaying Maſſes for them on a pri- 
uileged altar. Nay ſome of them make ſpels of 
thcir re1111053,43 Perer Godfrey that famous Priz(t Readatlarge 
of Marſels in France d1.1,who was burnt not ma- +,..c4 OY 
ny yecercs lince for vewitching the principall Ly. Sal bilory, 
dies of that Prouince ; for inſteed of an Agnes 
dei, ani other reliques,hee gaue them inchaar. 
ments, whereby they might fall in great loue 
with him. Morcouer I exan.ined the cauſe why 
the Pope ſhould beatitic Garnet, an Campian, 
with others, vnder the pretext of religion, ain! _ Bent! 
could finde no reaſon bur tor the contrary,ſecing ao, 
the Ieſuites confeſſed ro my (elte, that the Le- pe pr 
gend of miracles of cheir Saints is for the moſt oder te oh 

other one of 


part falſe,but it was made fora good intention, 9<rone a 
an the ſchoole, 
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and herein that it is lawiull and meritorious to 
lye anc write {uch things to that end the com- 
mon pcople might with greater zeale ſerue 
God and his Saints, and rhat otherwiſe there 
would be no meanes to gouerne them, an cipe- 
cia'ly to draw the women to good order, being 
by nature more facile and credulous, and fot the 
molt part addicted ronuucltics and miraculous 
CUENtS. 

Likewiſc it is their Doctrine,that it is a meri- 
torious deed to kill or depo eany King or prince 
excommunicated by the Scaof Rome. 

Likewiſe, the diſcontent of my Father after 
his death, and his Letters to his B:other in Emg- 
land gaue me to vndcritand, that the Romane 
Faith was not the ſureſt way to Saluation, 

Likewiſe, theſe moſt abhominable dealings 
that are vſcd at the Election of their Popes, be- 
ing choſen for the moft part by faucur and mo- 
neys, their Predeceflors being extinguithed by 
Poyſon and villainous mcanes, and for which et- 
fect the King of Spare hath Ambaſſadors con- 
tinually employed at &me, which Ambaſſadors 
doe conferre great largeſlices of annuall penſions 
ro enflame them to nominate him Pope whom 
he picaſeth, lhe like doth the King of France 
by his Ambafladors,but the Sp:nſh Indian Oyle 
forthe moſt part greaſcth home to the purpoſe, 
For when fic Spaniards ſaw the King of France 
to enuade rhe Yaltolzne, the yeere 1624, that rhe 
Pope rooke his part as one of his creation, they 


' began to caſt our Libels, and ſer them vpon the 
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Paſquill 6f Rome, threatning the Pope with a 
ſuddaine end if he did not recant, which he did, 
for feare that the Spam;ſh Venome might not 
operate in his Stomacke, © 

Likewiſe, the detention of the Kingdome of 
Naples from the Pope confirmed me that the 
Spaniards were,and are little better then Arherffs, 
onely making vſe of the Pope for their owne 
particular ambition and ends,as to confirme and 
eſtabliſh him in valawtul Monarchies,and vnder 
colour of Religion ro make Subieas become 
Slaucs, | 

Morcouer, Charles the Fifth ſacking Reme,and 
with his Army velieging the Pope in his Caſtle 
of S. Angels, was to this particular end, to con- 
firme him Emperor, and to colour and maintain 
all his volawtfull viurpations, 

Likewiſe, it confirmed me in the Proteſtants 
Religion,to ſce how in Flanders and other parts, 
the Icſuires,Fryers,and others,before they enter 
their Colledges, Monaſteries, and other Religi- 
ous Houſes ,to be Probagzoners only for a wanks 
or a moneth, their Friends, Parents, or others 

tue them a good ſumme of money to ſpend in 

le-Houſes, Taucrnes, and other prophane 
Houſes,for to take their fare-well of the world. 
Of this I was an eye witneſle both at Annrerpe 
and Dowsy. 

Likewiſe it confirmed me in the ſaid Religion 
to ſee Proteſtants with whom I conuerſed-to be 
{o modeſt, religious, any honeſt,quite contrarie 
to the report of the Ieſuires which make them 

M worſe 
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worſe then Diuels, All which I having well 
conſidered with my ſelfe, and alſo obſeruing the 
cozenages and impoſtures of the Icſuits,Priefts 
and Monkes in S.Omers, Doway, Flanders, Spaine, 
France, and elſe-where, my Father being dead, 
and I at my owne diſpoſall, I came tor England, 
where intending to declarc my ſelfe aProteſtant, 
was aduertiſedby ſ]me great Perſonages of au- 
thoritic in this Kingdome, to keepe my reſolu- 
tion to my ſelfe for a while, whereby I might 
diſcouer the plots and ſtratagems of our aduer- 
ſaries, and ſo doe my Countrey farre greater 
feruice. 'hereupon I ſtraight made my repaire 
to the Court of the Archducheſle, where being 
ſuſpc&ed as a Spy, and in great hazard of my 
life by the negligence of ſure who had tmploy. 
cd me, I had forth-with becne impriſuncd had 
not Earle Gondameor interceded for me, who ne- 
uer could be perſwaded rhat cucr I would turne 
Prote(tant,being ſo long confirmed in the Komnſþ 
Religion. But I would nor lct any occaiion over- 
ſlip me, but taking the be't opportuniric the 
time would then alot me, I directed my courſe 
for England, where after a quarter of a yeeres 
abode, I was {cnt ouer to Frexce, hauing there 
my refidencic at Pars,where I gaue intelligence 
Ar thisveris £0 ſome great Parſonages of this Kingdome,and 
tine one f{cnding Letters by my Man fur England,he ___ 
Smirbrebs bribed by ſome of our Land(whoſe names Iwill 
cacetmftail here ſpare) they were intercepted and delivered 
wo monte? to a Sorbow Doftor, Doltor Marter by name, 
_ whom the Letters partly concerned, * This be- 
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came an occaſion of great affliftions vnto me, 
for being by him diſcouered, my Penſion from 
Spaine was debarred me, and forth-with the Ie- 
tuites and Prieſts banded themſclues againſt 
me, and cauſed my Oaſt to deliuer me vp to 
Priſon for ſome moneys I owed him, where I 
ſuffered for fixe moneths ſpace, and percciuing 
no order taken for my deliverance thence from 
England, and being allo ſolicited & importuned 
by Letters from ray Mother and other Friends 
out of Spaine,and viſited daily by one F* Latham, Of thistheir 
D* Mziler, and at length by Francis Foſſer who —— = 
came from my Mother inSparze,who pertwaded fellow-priſe- 
me to returne vnto Sp4rpe, and recant, and if [ owt 
would not be for Spazxe, he would hauc me for 
Naples, Millaine,or Scicily, where my former Pen- 
lon ſhould be continued vnto me, and his Ca- 
tholike Maieſtie would grant mea Company as 
before he did in Flanders, and would confirme 
vnto me my Patent of Infranchiſement,ſo that I 
ſhould enioy all priuile 'ge that any Gentleman 
did thereborne, which Letrers and viſitations I 
entertained vntill my Mother had paid my debts 
with my owne Penſion, and being freed our of 
Priſon, I ſhewed them a faire paire of heeles, 
and inſtead of going towards Spaine or Jaly, 1 
bended my courſe towards England, taking my 
iourney towards Roam and Deepe in Normandy, 
being accompanied with Mr Thomas Gorſtelow, 
Fellow of Corpus Ehriftt in Oxford,and finding no 
Shipping either at Roax or Deepe, we bent our 
courſe for Cadzs, taking our iourney by a von 
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called Arks or Arks, two Leagues diſtant from 

Deepe, where lodging at an Inne inthe further- 

moſt part in the Towne, at midnight the Oaſts 

Nephew and other Souldiers whom we had 

courteoully entertained at ſupper,being Billitcd

about ten or twelue of them apprehended vs 

with Sraucs or Piſtols, carrying vs to a deſolate 

Bridge betwixt our lodging and the Caſtle,and 

robbed vs of our money, as for me they threw 

me ouer a Bridge into the water, where [ hardly 

eſcaped drowning, for after I hauing once ſunke 

vnder the water, I got vp, and caught hold of a 

Willow twig,by which I faucd my felfc and gor 

on ſhoare as wet as a drowned Rat, and forcly 

bruiſed with their knockes, I went early in the 

morning into Arts, complaining how hardly I 

had beene vſed, but ro no purpole, for I four4 

none to pittie me, and laying my ſclfe downe 

vader a Tailors ſtall in the Market-place,] began 

to lament my misforrune,where hauing ſcarcely 

layne for the ſpace of two hourcs, I deſcrycd 

M* Thomas Gorftellow (ct out in a faire white can- 

uas ſutc, adorned with no lefle then a thouſand 

patches, when he had efpied me, he drew to- 

wards me, and asked me how he looked in his 

new habit, without ſhirt or cloake, in an old 

grealic hat, with ſtockings correſpondent, to 

whom 
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whom I anſwered, that he looked like a Piche- 
ron,and withallI told him how I ſaued my ſelfe 
from drowning by laying hold ona willow twig, 
who made anf{wer vato me, that he thought I 
had either vadergone the mercie of the Sword 
or che water, and I thought the like misfortune 
hail betell lim, and queſtioning him about his 
eſcape, he declared vnto me, how he had exhor- 
red the Souldicrs,and the aforcfaid Oaſt his Nes- . 
phew, from murthering of him, ſhewing them 
how grand an offence it was to {pill Chriſtian 
blood, and that they thould take all his cloathes 
it they miltruſted he had hid any mony inthem, 
in the end he prevailed fo tarre forth with them, 
as to ſauc his lite, but they (tript him ſtarke na- 
ked,and carryed him intoa Wood, leaving him 
onely an old hat, and withall pricking him for- 
ward with their Swords into the ſaid VVood, 
where they left himall night wandring, in the 
morning not farre from the Wood he lighted 
vpon a Farmers Houſe, and hauing declared his 
caſe there, the Farmers Daughter eſpecially 
rooke great compaiſion on him, ſaying without 
doubt he was a Gentleman of a good Houſe, 
which appcarcd by the cleanneſſe of bis skin 
and comely feature, and good carryage, and in- 
treated her Facher to beſtow on him his old 
canuas ſure, which he did, and afterwards he 
went with him to the Towne called Arks, to 
complaire to the Gouernor, where we met as 1s 
aboucſaid, and we two going together to = 

O- 
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Gouernor accompanied with our old Farmer, 
were anſwered by him, that he wiſht ro God we 
were the laſt Ew2/iſh men living, and that if we 
were worthy to be layd by the heeles, he would 
doe it, which when we heard,we departed veric 
mute, not knowing whether to betake vur (clus, 
yet this good old Farmer vouchſafed to bring vs 
out of the Towne, telling vs, he was ignorant of 
the warres betwixt England and France, and in 
the Streetes told eueric one he mer,it it had nor 
beene for him ( pointing to my companion ) he 
had beene as naked as when he came out of his 
mothers wombe. And among{t othe; s, we met 
with a Sergeant of a Companie, who hearing 
how we had beene robbed by his Souldiers, diſ- 
couered them by a hat they gaue my companion, 
and commanded vs to follow him to his Cap- 
taines lodging, which we did wondrous vawil- 
lingly, fearing leaſt we thould haue bene layd 
by the hecles, But when we came before him, 
hauing heard vs, he ſent for his Souldicrs, and 
finding the truth, cauſed rhem to reitore to my 
companion and mie our cloatkes, but our money 
and papers there was no hope to recover, which 
much troubled my companion, who had loſt a 
Note-booke of great importance. The Captaine 
then told vs,that the Engliſh Nation was verie vn- 
welcome to the Frexch,and yet we were in great 
hazard of our lives, bur he hauing becne a Tra- 
uailor, was not vnacquainted with the extrea- 
muties of a Stranger, and fotold vs it we plea- 
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ſed to goe along with him, he would conuey vs 
ouer to Denmarke, from whence we might eaſily 
retire to our owne CO For which we 
gaue him thankes, and refolued to goe with 
him : but before wee tooke our tourney, hee 
inuited vs to dinner at his owne Table, and 
dinner ended we departed with him towards 
St Falery, but being on foot my fſelfe, ſoone 
tyred, my#Feet and Legges being fore brui- 
fed at my fall from the Bridge into the wa- 
rer, and being not able to continue, I was 
forced to leaue my companion, and fo giuing 
vnto him my Sword at our parting, I rooke 
my reſt vnder a Hedge, but hee kept on his 
lourncy to S* Fal:ry, and fo to Denmarke, 
where hagsſcrned as a common Souldier for 
the ſpace bf foure monethes, ſuffering great 
miſeric and want till he returned to England. 
And I returned after I had recouered my felfe 
to Decpe, where 1 met with a Shallop bound 
for Callis, where after much intreatie, they 
rooke mee in for Gods fake, the next night 
wee arriued at Call about mid-night, there 
wee lodged in the Suburbs which they call 
the Corgene, at one Roberts his Houſe, at the 
Signe of the Boote, where hauing ſcarcel 
reſted halfe an howres ſpace, I fell in wit 
a Maſter of an Enyliſh Barke newly come 
from Dower, who had whartt ouer a hun- 
dred French which had beene taken vpon 
the 
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the Sea by the Eng/iſh, of whom I defired paſſage 

for Dower, which he offcred moſt willingly, and 

money ifI needed ; whereupon hauing ſo good 
an opportunity offered, I began to be merry,drin- 
king and diſcourfing with the ſaid Maſter of the 
preſent newes and occurrences, but ſuch was my 
tate, that it pleaſed God tolay vpon megreat at- 

flitions wa miſeries, which are asfolloweth. 
There were inthe houſe 5 or 6 Papiſts, who were 
likewiſe the ſame time bound for Exgland, which 
knew me,but being diſguiſcd,ſome inthe habit of 
Merchants, others of ſwaggering travailers, I 
could hardly difcry them, but they after they had 
well viewed mce, began toconſult among them- 
ſclues what they had beſt doe, for ſaid they, if 1 
went for Englazd in the ſame ſhip,without doubr 
I ſhould defery them, and beſides that I intende 4 
no good for the Catholikes in England, hauing 
forgone my penſion and ſeruice to the King of 
Spare, & aboue all forſaken my Mother, Vnckle, 
Brothers,ond Siſters,and ſo reſolued to accuſe me 
vpon pretencc of being a Spyc to the Duke of 
Bu:kinzham, and that | was by him ſent to betray 

the Kingdome, which reſolued, they begunne to 
doubt whether it were I or no, and therefore the 

tice ſeruing, began to embarke themſelucs, and1 

with them,wherebcing together, Icalled rwo of 
them to minde, the one was named George Gage,

I knew, was one Edward Browne, who came fiom 
Amniens, and was Stewa'd to m- [ter Sheiton that 
liacs there ; of the other foure as | was afrerwards 
informed, three were Icſuites, and the othera 
Monks, whom when I knew [ beganto bee per- 
plexr, but roo late,for Gage having heard my 
voice, ſaidto the reſt, cercainly it is Wadſworth: 
chen they ſtaid the Birke, and tooke their Hoſte 
Robert with them, 2nd went'tothe Captaine of 
the Ports, informing him that I was an Arch-ſpye 
againft cheir Srate and the like ; whereupon hee 
came preſently vnto me, {and committed mee to 
the cuſtody of foure ſouldicrs armed with Hould- 
beards to be kept vntill the morning wichour al. 
leadging any other cauſe, but that I was an Emg/zþ 
man and had not the Gouerners paſport to ſh:w, 
In che morniog at the opening of the gates, they 
carryed me tothe Sergeant Maior uf the towne, 
by name Bucheyo, who examining me what I was, 
had anſwer I wasan Eng/+/h tan, andthat I wene 
to ſee ſome friends I had in Exg/ardl ; then he car- 
ried mre to his houſe, where leaving me locke 
vp ina Chamber forthe ſpace of an/houre,.came 
ro me againe; and broughr me tothe Gouernors 
honſe, who refaſed ro examine me, blit comman- 
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priſon : At entrance intothe priſon he told mee 
that I ſhould doe well to confeſſe the truth vnto 
them;and reucale my imployments, and that hee 
well knew I was Buckinghams Spyc for England, 
for which end I had recciued great ſummes ot 
money to giue intelligence and berray their king- 
dome,ro which I anlwered, Ineuer had any thin 
tro doc with the ſaid Duke, but hetold mel lyed, 
and that I was accuſed by Angels, (meaning the 
lIeſuires)and commanded me to bee put inacage, 
which was a kinde of d:ingeon on the top of the 
priſon, neere the which ſtood the racke, and 
threatned mce therewith it I confcſled not the 
truth, but] alwayes anſwered him that I was ig- 
norant of what he queſtioned mer, fo he left mee 
al6ne for the preſent, lockt vader ſcuen doores, 
where I remained for the ſpace of three daycs 
without mearte or drinke; at.the end whereof they 
brought me a diſh of tripes witha peece of bread 
and water, and afterwards I was freed from the 
Cage in the day time and had the liberty of che 
dungeon, they gaue m:e a purſe belides with a 
long cord to bee pur out ata hole to begalmes of 
pafſengers,not hauing any viftuzls given me, bur 
what I bought with the money I got for Gods 
ſake,which God knowes was very little: And like» 
wiſc I had not liberty to goe out of the roome to 
do what nature requires. My bed was ſtraw,which 
inten months had bcene changed but thrice, 
without any couert at all, As for my ſhirtI never 
had any variety; as for my hairc it grew wild and 
lauage-like z and for my companions they yy 
mil- 
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millions of lice and fleas,and inthis wofull'plighr 
I continucd well nigh rrn months, the aforeſaid 
Gage with his companions being the cauſe there. 
of. And to 2vgmr nt my miſery, Father Ba/awrn, 
with the reſt of the Exg/1b Ieluites in S$, Omers, 
not oncely ſent but c:me themlelnes to Calls to 
per{wade the Governor for my continuall re- 
(traint from liberty while my virall ſpirits (ould 
continue within me, Not mrch vnlkr did DF. 
Kelliſon from Doway, and the Ic ſuites of En2land, 
who wrote Ictters to Cali, intreating che Go- 
uernor to keep” me faſt, And thar they might reſt 
the more afl..rved of my detention, they made one 
Hudſon an Engliſh wan who there lives their chiete 
Agcm againlt me, whom onr]y for his wiues ſake 
thc Sergicant Major of Calls, by name Buchers 
entertained, 

Arlength I perceiuing that my lifc was the 
marke that they ſhot :t, they hauing notlong be- 
fore through a miſtake determined ro haue hang'd 
me as one who had ſtole horfes, had not the truth 
beene diſcouercd by one Carpenter the King of 
France his Aduocate generall, and one of the po- 
liceſt wits inthe Kingdome for the Law, whoſe 
happe it wasat that timeto haue beene in priſon 
with mee, whereupon ducly weighing with my 
ſclfe the euents of my travails, I ſcriouſly reſolued 
(the Lord affilting mee) paticntly to vndergoc 
what cuer ſhould by thoſe blood-ſrckers bee in- 
flited ypon mee, raking ir as a puniſhment iuſtly 
due ynto me for my finnes, po pleaſed God to 
ſecond my reſolutions, for preſently a{ter there 
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came my Lord Aonntioy, who had brenetaken 
priſonerat the Ile of Kee, and after his rele-(e, 
comming for C«& and bound for England, I ha- 
uing formerly beene acquainted with him in 
Sparne,and eſpying him going by the priſon gare, 
I called vnto him\ and&-a<quainted him with my 
mil-ry; he having tieard ir,and aforetime knowne 
me, he pref ntly ſollicitcd the Gouc rnor for my 
liberty, which hee obtained : It wasno ſooner 
granted, but by the Scrgeant Maior, at Huaſons 
wife her intreacy, it was againe hindered, who at 
euery word ſhc ſpoke,charged me with high treas . 
lon againſt their State. Colone!) Gray a little af- 
ter came likewiſe that way,andinterccded in like 
manner for me but could not prevaile, M*.ta/ter 
Mountagae did the ſame ; the Goucrnor ©f Poxt- 
fell, who was my Lord Mowntioy his Conductor 
for om allo at his rcturne make ſtrong in- 
rerceſſion for me, but all in vaine, The Kizg of 
Denmarke his youngeſt ſonne came by Cals ar 
that time,and trauailing for Holand,did ſypplicate 
earneſtly' for mee, the Gouernor excuſing him- 
{cltc ro him,made anſwer, that it was not he, but 
the King that detained me. There was alſo S*. E4- 
mund YVernam, and M*.

and comcly teature, and of ſuch carriage 2nd 
nimble wit as a man might poſſibly meere with- 
all ; I ſeeing hiun paſſe by my grate and knowing 
him,callcd to him out of the grate, and acquain- 
red him with my vniult detention, who prefencly 
wro:ight ſo cffctually with the Gouernors wife 
aad daughters, whom he certified of my innocen.- 
cy and milery, infomuch that they tooke great 
pity vpon mc, ind acquainted the Warden of the 
Capuchins, whothen was with themtherewith ; 
and he ypontheir relation came forthwith to viſie 
me,and commilerated my eſtare likewiſe,and go- 
ing to rhe Gouernor told him thereof, who vrged 
great marrersagainſt me, and ſaid that I was rews 
leſe Maeſtatu ;, but his wife and daughters (e- 
cocding this his caracſt ſolliciring,and this young 
Gentleman (wearing and proteſting my great in- 
nocency,did fo farre preuaile with the Gouernor, 
tint he gaue way that | might haue an equal] try- 
al by Law,which bcfore I could not obraine,ind 
g4uc leaue that the Kings Aduocate who was in 
p:iſon with me, might be my Councellor, All 
which bring granted, my Aduocate begunne to 
write the occalion cf my voliwfull derention, 
with a peticion which hee ſent to the High Court 
of Parli»ment at Pars, whore the Court of Parlia- 
ment commanded ail my adverſaries ard iccuſers 
to be perlonally cited before them, and tobring 
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In ehcir allegations and accaſations againſt me, 
My Aduocaredidlikewif. challenge the Law ef 
the Kingdom2,which is,that no malefaRtor can be 

kept in priſon aboue three months, but hee muft 
| hauveeitherthe ſentence of life or death to pzſle 
on him,valeſſc ir be tor treaſon againſt the Kings 
proper perſoa,; I hauing continued cight months 
in priſon contrary to the foreſaid Law, vrged like- 
wiſe that ſaying, qui enim innecens eſſe poterit fi 
accnſari ſolummodo [nfficiat, All this was ſo well ſer 
{forth by my ſaid Aduocate, thatthere was none 
to proue any thing againſt mce, fo that the High 
Court of Parliament pronounced me innocent, 
and condemned the Sergicant Maior of Calls, 
and the reſt of my adu-rſarics, to the repration 
of honor,dammage,and intcrelt, and forthwith I 
was reſtored to my former 1b: rty. Thus giuing 
hcarty thankesto Almighty God for this his gra- 
cious deliuerance,and treeing me at ſuch time as I 
leaſt imagined,out of the hands of theſe infernall 
monſters;and blood-ſ{iuckers,the Ieſuites and their 
faction. 

And preſently comming for Dozer I imbraced 
my natiue ſoyle with full reſolution neuer to de- 
part out of it,beſecching God to bleſſe me, and to 
make me(though vaworthy)a member of this his 
holy Church,whereunto through ſo many perſe- 
a—_ alflitions and miſeries I haue at length ar- 
rived.
